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(At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  November  21,  ip^i.) 


The  I>y-Lavvs  of  the  Society  decree  that  the  President  shall 
deliver,  or  make  provision  for,  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
The  alternative  relieves,  in  a  measure,  the  tyranny  of  the  decree, 
so  far  as  the  President  is  concerned,  and  yet  somehow  the  Presi- 
dents of  recent  years  have  not  availed  themselves  of  it,  perhaps 
because  they  have  felt  that  they  owed  it  to  the  members  of  the 
Society  to  make  a  report  of  the  year's  doings,  a  task  which  would 
be  very  much  easier,  if  only  those  doings  were  more  numerous  and 
more  varied.  But  such  as  they  are  it  is  fitting  that  they  should 
be  set  down  here,  and  that  the  Society  thus  be  acquainted  with 
what  has  happened  during  the  year. 

MEETINGS    AND    PAPERS. 

It  is  with  no  little  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to  report  that  we 
have  held  the  usual  number  of  meetings  at  which  papers  have 
been  read  as  required  by  the  By-Laws,  and  papers  of  a  character 
such  as  plainly  answered  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  By-Laws.  I 
express  this  satisfaction  because,  while  there  is  a  multiplicity  of 
lectures  and  addresses  to-day,  yet  it  is  becoming  increasingly  diffi- 
cult to  supply  month  after  month  just  the  type  of  paper  which 
befits  a  local  Historical  Society,  and  if  I  mistake  not  other  kindred 
societies  are  gradually  succumbing  to  what  they  are  more  and 
more  regarding  as  the  inevitable. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  year  on  December  20,  1920,  Dr. 
Williston  Walker  spoke  on  "Recent  Discussions  in  Pilgrim  His- 
tory," dealing  in  a  most  interesting  manner  with  certain  less 
known  phases  of  the  subject.  It  was  particularly  timely  in  view 
of  the  approaching  Pilgrim  Ter-centenary.  On  January  17,  1921, 
George  A.  Plimpton,  Esq.,  of  New  York  Cit)-,  spoke  on  "The 
First  Geography  printed  in  America."  This  was  of  peculiar 
interest  because  the  author  of  this  Geography  was  Jedediah  Morse, 
whose  home  for  many  years  was  here  in  New  Haven.  Febru- 
ary 21,  1921,  Prof.  Allen  Johnson  read  the  paper,  his  subject 
being  "The  Beginnings  of  Jefferson's  Administration."     It  was 
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a  delightful  and  informing  account  of  that  interesting  period  in 
the  nation's  history.  On  March  21,  1921,  Edwin  P.  Root,  Esq. 
read  a  paper  entitled,  "Chauncey  Jerome,  an  Old  New  Haven 
Clock  Maker."  It  was  a  most  sympathetic  and  entertaining  story 
of  a  man  of  native  genius  who  laid  the  foundation  of  one  of  New 
Haven's  leading  industries.  Professor  Nathaniel  W.  Stephenson, 
of  Charleston  College,  Charleston,  S.  C,  who  was  serving  as  a 
special  lecturer  at  Yale,  read  the  paper  April  18,  1921,  on  "A 
Forgotten  Attempt  to  Break  the  Union,"  giving  a  scholarly  and 
finished  account  of  an  unfamiliar  episode  in  our  national  history. 
On  May  16,  192 1,  the  Rev.  George  S.  Dickerman  of  this  city  was 
the  speaker,  his  subject  being,  "Origins  of  Thought  and  Life  in 
the  American  Colonies."  It  was  a  fine  and  cogent  presentation 
of  an  interesting  theme,  instructive  and  valuable.  At  the  meeting 
held  on  October  17,  1921,  James  E.  Wheeler,  Esq.,  read  a  paper 
on  "Benedict  Arnold."  Mr.  Wheeler's  delineation  of  the  life- 
story  of  this  interesting  Imt  disappointing  character  in  our  Ameri- 
can history  formed  a  worthy  conclusion  to  an  admirable  and 
profitable  series  of  papers.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
to  these  gentlemen  our  hearty  appreciation  of  their  willingness  to 
share  with  us  the  results  of  their  studies.

has  met  with  a  distinct  loss.  We  are  glad  to  have  had  them  asso- 
ciated with  us  in  this  Society,  and  regret  that  their  names  will  no 
longer  appear  on  the  roll  of  our  members. 
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MR.    BOSTWICK  S    ILLNESS. 


Our  sympathies  go  out  to  Mr.  Bostwick  in  his  long-continued 
illness.  He  was  compelled  to  give  up  work  in  the  early  summer, 
and  is  still  unable  to  do  anything.  He  has  been  our  faithful 
Curator  and  Librarian  for  many  years,  and  has  rendered  the 
Society  painstaking  and  efficient  service.  It  is  our  earnest  hope 
that  he  will  soon  regain  liis  health  and  strength.* 

THE    NATn.\N    BEERS    PORTRAIT. 

We  have  within  the  year  been  the  recipient  of  a  gift  which,  it 
seems  to  me,  should  receive  special  mention  at  this  time.  Mrs. 
Lina  Ives  Brinton  of  Philadelphia  has  very  graciously  presented  to 
the  Society  the  family  portrait  of  her  great  great  grandfather, 
Nathan  Beers,  generously  stating  in  her  letter  of  presentation  that 
the  portrait  of  one  "who  was  so  much  a  part  of  New  Haven  in  its 
early  days,  belongs  more  properly  to  the  Historical  Society  than 
to  us."  The  portrait  is  the  work  of  Nathaniel  Joycelyn,  the  old 
portrait  painter  of  New  Haven,  and  possesses  an  additional 
interest,  of  course,  on  that  account. 

In  view  of  the  position  which  Nathan  Beers  occupied  in  this 
community  it  is  eminently  fitting  that  his  likeness  should  hang 
upon  these  walls,  and  now,  as  I  am  reporting  this  gift,  it  will  not 
be  amiss  for  me,  perhaps,  to  say  just  a  few  words  about  him. 
Nathan  Beers  was  the  sixth  child  of  Nathan  and  Hannah  Nichols 
Beers,  and  was  born  in  Stratford,  February  24.  1753.  The  family 
moved  to  New  Haven  while  he  was  still  young,  so  that  by  far  the 
greater  part  of  his  long  life  was  lived  here.  Those  of  you  who 
are  familiar  with  the  story  of  General  Tryon's  descent  ui)on  New 
Haven  in  1779,  will  recall  some  of  the  tragic  scenes  then  enacted 
as  they  have  been  described  and  preserved  for  us  by  eye-witnesses. 
Not  the  least  tragic  among  them  was  the  wanton  murder  of 
Nathan  Beers,  senior,  for  we  can  hardly  speak  of  it  otherwise, 
though  war  is  war  and  never  can  be  rightly  regarded  as  anything 
but  brutal,  unholy  and  unlovely.  The  account  of  his  wounding 
and  death  was  given  by  his  son  Isaac  Beers  in  a  letter  to  his 
brother  Nathan,  who  was  serving  in  the  army  elsewhere  at  the 
time.  That  letter,  by  the  way,  is  in  the  Leffingwell  collection  of 
autographs,  which  is  in  the  possession  of  this  Society. 
*  Mr.  Bostwick  died  January  22,  1922. 
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Nathan  Beers  was  one  of  those  who  petitioned  for  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Second  Company  Governor's  Foot  Guard,  and  was, 
of  course,  one  of  that  immortal  band  of  patriots,  immortal  cer- 
tainly in  our  esteem,  which  promptly  set  out  for  Cambridge  under 
the  leadership  of  Benedict  Arnold,  when  the  news  of  Lexington 
reached  New  Haven,  April  21,  1775.  For  Nathan  Beers  this  was 
the  beginning  of  an  extended  and  valuable  military  career.  When 
General  Tryon  made  his  raid  on  Danbury  April  25-28,  1777,  the 
Connecticut  Militia  defended  it.  Beers  was  present,  and  with  a 
number  of  others  was  taken  prisoner  and  carried  off  to  New  York. 
It  was  in  this  battle  that  General  David  Wooster  was  mortally 
wounded,  dying  a  few  days  later.  Several  New  Haven  men,  David 
Atwater  among  them,  were  wounded. 

During  this  year  of  1777,  Colonel  Samuel  B.  Webb  raised  and 
organized  a  Regiment,  largely  at  his  own  expense.  Nathan  Beers 
was  made  Paymaster  in  this  Regiment,  and  on  March  23,  1778, 
was  commissioned  Lieutenant.  It  became  the  Ninth  Regiment, 
Connecticut  Line,  from  1 780-1 781,  and  from  1 781 -1783,  it  became 
the  Third  Regiment,  Connecticut  Line.  Of  this  he  remained 
Paymaster  to  the  end  of  the  war. 

His  Regiment  was  engaged  in  operations  along  the  Hudson 
at  the  time  of  Major  Andre's  capture,  with  the  result  that  Lieu- 
tenant Beers  figured  in  a  small  way  in  that  melancholy  episode. 
We  are  told  that  in  those  days  just  prior  to  Andre's  execution 
officers  were  always  on  guard  in  his  chamber,  and  that  sen- 
tinels kept  watch  day  and  night  outside.  It  fell  to  the  lot  of 
Beers  to  be  one  of  the  officers  on  guard  during  the  last  hours  of 
the  unfortunate  man.  Andre  possessed  a  certain  skill  in  drawing, 
and  he  found  amusement  in  the  exercise  of  this  skill.  Among 
other  things  he  made  a  pen-and-ink  sketch  of  himself,  which,  so 
far  as  I  can  make  out,  he  gave  to  Jabez  L.  Tomlinson,  an  officer 
of  the  attendant  guard,  who  belonged  to  the  Ninth  Connecticut 
Regiment.  Nathan  Beers  seems  to  have  shared  also  in  the  posses- 
sion of  this  melancholy  memento,  for  later  Ebenezer  Baldwin,  as 
agent  of  these  two  gentlemen,  presented  it  to  Yale  College.  This 
was  in  1832.  It  may  be  seen  to-day  among  the  treasures  which 
are  on  exhibition  in  the  University  Library. 

Upon  his  return  to  civil  life  Mr.  Beers  engaged  in  business. 
From  June  1797  to  June  1820  he  was  Treasurer  of  the  city,  and 
from  1798  to  1819  Steward  of  the  College.     This  latter  task  seems 
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to  have  broujL,^ht  its  disappointments  in  human  nature,  for  in  the 
spirit  of  trustfuhiess  which  deserved  better  treatment,  student  bills 
were  allowed  to  run  too  long,  and  Mr.  Beers  seems  to  have  been 
the  sufferer  thereby.  He  was  a  Deacon  of  North  Church  for  more 
than  forty  years,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note,  in  passing,  that 
Jocelyn  who  painted  the  portrait  was  a  Deacon  of  the  same  church 
for  forty-six  years.  Mr.  Beers  married  Mary  Phelps  of  Stafford 
Springs.  Their  eldest  child.  Maria,  married  Dr.  Eli  Ives.  A  son, 
^Timothy  Phelps  Beers,  graduated  from  Yale  in  the  class  of  1808, 
and  for  twenty-six  years  was  a  distinguished  Professor  in  the 
College  in  the  Medical  Department.  Nathan  Beers  lived  to  a  very 
old  age,  dying  February  lo,  1840.  He  was,  I  believe,  the  last 
survivor  of  those  eager  patriots  wild  went  with  .\rnoId  to  Cam- 
bridge in  1775. 

This  is  a  Aery  brief,  and  I  realize  a  very  imperfect,  summary  of 
the  life  of  an  old  New  Haven  soldier  and  citizen,  whose  portrait 
has  come  to  us  through  the  kindness  of  one  of  his  descendants.  In 
introducing  this  biographical  matter  into  my  annual  address,  I 
have  departed  somewhat  from  the  beaten  path,  but  there  was 
warrant  for  it,  and  probably  what  has  l^een  said  has  been  of 
greater  interest  than  anything  else  that  might  have  been  said,  had 
the  beaten  path  been  strictly  held  to. 

Indeed  1  am  not  sure  but  that  it  would  \)q  prolitable  if,  when  the 
opportunity  naturally  arises,  as  it  did  in  this  case,  the  annual 
address  should  cf)ntain  more  matter  of  a  historical,  biographical, 
or  antiquarian  nature.  That  it  does  not  is  due,  perhaps,  to  the 
fact  that  the  preparation  of  such  matter  places  too  great  labor 
upon  the  President,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  on  the  other  nights 
when  our  meetings  are  held  the  whole  time  is  devoted  to  the 
presentation  of  subjects  of  that  character. 

MR.  i5l.\kp:'s  portr.mt 
The  Society's  gallery  of  portraits  has  just  recently  received 
another  addition  which  is  of  special  interest.  Some  time  ago  Mr. 
Herman  Sodersten  painted  the  portrait  of  Mr.  Henry  T.  Blake. 
That  portrait  was  destroyed  in  a  fire  which  did  much  damage  to 
the  building  where  Mr.  Sodersten's  studio  was  located.  Since 
then  he  has  painted  another  which  he  regards  as  superior  to  the 
one  destroyed.  This  certain  meml)ers  of  the  Society  and  friends 
of  Mr.  Blake  have  purchased  and  presented  to  the  Society.     When 
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we  recall  Mr.  Blake's  active  participation  in  the  affairs  of  the 
New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society  in  the  past,  his  long  and 
efficient  service  as  its  Secretary,  his  knowledge  of  and  enthusiastic 
interest  in  local  historical  matters,  it  is  indeed  gratifying  to  know 
that  his  portrait  is  to  hang  upon  these  walls.  Surely  if  any  face 
is  to  look  out  from  these  frames  it  should  be  that  of  Henry  T. 
Blake,  whose  life,  beginning  here,  has  now  spanned  nearly  a  cen- 
tury of  the  city's  history,  a  useful  citizen,  a  Christian  gentleman, 
who  in  the  evening  of  life's  long  day  is  still  held  in  kindly  remem- 
brance by  his  fellow  townsmen. 

This  concludes  my  report  to  you  for  the  year.  It  is  not,  as  you 
will  see,  the  record  of  anything  unusual,  just  the  story  of  routine 
happenings.  That  our  Society  ought  to  have  the  record  of  more 
accomplished  I  am  willing  to  concede,  but  we  suffer  from  the 
limitations  which  our  meager  resources  impose  upon  us,  and  from 
the  difficulty  of  finding  those  with  sufficient  leisure  and  interest 
to  enable  them  to  make  any  worth  while  contribution  to  the  life 
and  work  of  the  Society.  The  New  Haven  Colony  Historical 
Society  has  a  definite  and  distinct  mission  in  the  community,  and 
it  should  be  our  purpose  more  and  more  to  guide  it  to  a  full  realisa- 
tion of  that  mission.  More  of  our  citizens  should  feel  their 
responsibility  in  the  matter,  and  join  with  us  in  the  support  of 
an  institution,  the  particular  province  of  which  is  to  keep  alive 
the  historic  spirit,  and  to  pass  on  from  generation  to  generation, 
through  the  relics  here  preserved,  a  knowledge  of  the  manners 
and  customs  of  the  past,  and  the  memories  of  those  who,  in  one 
way  or  another,  have  nobly  served  their  country,  and  brought 
honor  to  the  city  which  was  their  home,  and  which  was  the  object 
of  their  love  even  as  it  is  of  ours.  May  we  not  show  forth  our 
own  loyalty  to  this  honored  Society  by  endeavoring  to  win  for  it 
the  loyalty  of  others,  so  that  in  strength  of  numbers  and  enthusi- 
asm it  shall  be  such  an  institution  as  becomes  this  ancient  and  his- 
toric city,  justifying  the  wisdom  of  those  who  founded  it,  and 
making  its  full  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  community?  There 
is  a  reason  for  its  being,  and  ours  is  the  responsibility,  for  the 
moment,  of  making  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society 
what  it  should  be  and  all  that  it  should  be.

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REPORT    OF    HOUSE    COMMITTEE 

Your  Committee  was  appointed  for  the  specific  purpose  of  so 
re-arranging-  Pardee's  Old  Morris  House  inside  and  out  that  it 
should  eventually  stand  forth  unmistakably  as  the  seventeenth- 
century  dwelling  which  its  history  clearly  signifies  it  to  be. 

This  was  a  task  easy  to  impose,  but  it  was,  is  and  will  be  bristling 
with  difficulties  in  its  execution. 

While  making  a  careful  study  of  the  situation  to  determine  the 
point  best  adapted  for  beginning  operations,  definite  and  unex- 
pected help  was  received  from  the  old  House  itself.  It  sent  a 
message.  One  day  the  telephone  rang  and  word  came  that  there 
was  a  leak  in  the  old  kitchen  and  all  was  adrip  with  moisture. 
Investigation  revealed  a  wet  ceiling  with  the  water  dropping  to 
the  floor  below.  A  plumber,  a  carpenter,  a  roof  man  and  several 
others  all  hunted  for  the  source  of  that  leak,  but  it  mysteriously 
eluded  all  search.  Finally,  one  man  was  seized  with  an  idea.  He 
went  to  the  room  overhead,  pulled  up  the  ten  inch  oak  floor  boards 
and  disclosed  the  fact  that  between  floors  all  was  as  dry  as  a  wish- 
bone. Ergo  there  was  no  leak.  The  room  was  damp,  the  ceiling- 
absorbed  the  moisture,  and  at  the  point  of  saturation  gave  it  off. 
That  was  all.     The  solution  of  the  problem  was  very  simple. 

But  although  the  search  developed  no  leak,  it  revealed  several 
facts,  the  first  of  which  was  that  the  floor  joists  of  the  room  over 
the  kitchen,  now  used  as  an  art  gallery,  were  all  fashioned  from 
the  solid  oak,  the  larger  ones  being  hewn  out  by  hand  and  fastened 
by  wooden  pins  instead  of  nails,  while  the  smaller  ones  were  sawed 
by  machine.  Apparently,  therefore,  we  had  within  our  eager 
grasp  a  beamed  oak  ceiling.  But  this  ceiling  was  largely  covered 
from  sight  by  plaster  which  in  itself  was  evidently  very  old,  and 
the  question  at  once  arose  as  to  whether  we  would  be  justified  in 
removing  this  plaster.  In  other  words,  was  the  plaster  put  there 
when  the  kitchen  was  built  or  at  some  later  period  ? 

There  came  to  our  aid  here  the  second  fact  developed  by  the 
postulated  leak.  In  taking  up  the  ten-inch  oak  floor  boards  of 
the  room  overhead,  we  discovered  that  they  had  at  some  time  been 
painted  white  on  the  under  side,  and  some  of  the  floor  joists  gave 


evidence  that  they,  too,  had  been  so  painted.  But  this  paint  was 
shut  off  from  sight  by  the  plastered  ceihng  of  the  kitchen  under- 
neath, and  hence  in  all  probability  it  was  applied  long  before  the 
plaster  was  set.  Moreover,  the  smaller  floor  joists,  those  which 
were  fashioned  by  a  machine  saw,  were  unquestionably  of  a  much 
later  date  than  those  hewn  by  hand,  and  were  evidently  put  in  place 
to  hold  the  laths  for  the  plaster  ceiling. 

Finally,  in  the  course  of  the  work,  there  was  found  a  scrap 
of  brown  paper  on  which  was  written  the  following  order : 

"East  Haven,  Oct.  4th,  1779. 
Permiffion  is  given  to  Amos 
Morris  Jun.  to  catch  two 
Bufhel  of  oyftors  within  the 
Bounds  of  East  Haven  within 
Seven  Days  from  the  Above  Dait. 

Jonathan  Auston 

Committee." 

This  order  was  discovered  tucked  away  between  the  kitchen 
ceiling  and  the  oak  floor  overhead,  and  was  unquestionably  placed 
there  before  the  laths  for  the  ceiling  were  nailed  on.  The  crevice 
where  it  had  safely  lain  for  141  years  was  within  easy  reach  by  a 
person  standing  on  the  kitchen  floor  and  was  a  natural  place  to 
put  it.  This  order,  by  the  way,  has  been  suitably  framed  and 
now  hangs  on  the  wall  of  the  kitchen. 

With  all  these  facts  before  us,  the  conclusion  was  irresistible 
that  the  plaster  ceiling  was  not  put  on  at  the  time  the  original 
House  was  built,  but  should  be  dated  1779  or  later.  We  therefore 
felt  justified  in  deciding  to  remove  it,  and  this  was  accordingly 
done,  bit  by  bit,  and  with  each  step  carefuly  considered.  When  the 
ceiling  was  entirely  removed,  the  restoration  began.  Green  paint, 
red  paint,  and  white  paint  had  been  applied  at  different  times, 
and  in  one  place  six  layers  of  wall  paper  were  found  laid  one  over 
the  other.  It  was  necessary  to  scrape  the  entire  woodwork.  Part 
of  the  frieze  had  been  torn  away  and  numerous  holes  were  exposed 
to  view.  These  were  all  properly  filled  in,  weather-worn  oak  in 
the  rough  being  used  for  the  purpose.  The  bad  spots  were  then 
touched  up,  and  a  final  coating  of  oak  stain  was  applied  to  the 
entire  ceiling  bringing  all  parts  together  in  harmony. 

It  is  probable  that  eventually  the  smaller  floor  joists,  those  sawed 
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out  by  machine,  will  have  to  be  removed,  and  when  this  is  done, 
so  far  as  can  be  seen  to-day,  the  ceihng  will  appeal  to  the  eye  about 
as  it  did  in  1671.  For  the  present,  however,  your  Committee 
thought  it  had  gone  as  far  as  it  ought. 

It  should  be  stated  here  that  in  the  process  of  removing  the 
plaster  ceiling,  evidence  was  uncovered  which  indicated  that  the 
west  end  of  the  kitchen  was  originally  shut  off  by  a  partition,  thus 
forming  a  small  hallway,  out  of  which  a  staircase  ascended  to  a 
similar  hallway  which,  in  turn,  opened  into  the  ball  room.  The 
lower  hallway  was  probably  a  jjart  of  the  original  plan,  but  whether 
the  stairway  was  is  doubtful.  It  seems  more  like  an  outside 
entrance  to  the  ballroom,  a  room  of  much  later  build  than  the 
kitchen. 

The  floor  ne.xt  occupied  our  attention.  This  was  apparently 
made  of  native  white  pine,  replaced  here  and  there  by  a  modern 
yellow  pine,  and  covered  in  spots  by  a  heavy  coating  of  green,  red 
or  yellow  paint.  What  to  do  with  it  was  a  problem.  It  was  so  thin 
that  scraping  would  have  left  no  substance.  On  the  theory, 
however,  that  our  foremothers  always  covered  the  kitchen  floor 
with  white  sand,  it  was  felt  that  their  example  should  be  followed 
in  the  present  instance,  and  the  charming  result  proved  the  wisdom 
of  the  choice. 

In  order  to  synchronize  the  room  and  its  contents  other  changes 
were  made.  For  instance,  several  steam  radiators  were  in  place 
for  heating  the  room,  but  they  were  always  cold,  and  it  was  quite 
certain  that  the  early  Morrises  never  dreamed  of  such  hideous 
luxuries.  Hence  they  were  thrown  out  neck  and  crop.  A  twen- 
tieth-century door  was  also  sent  into  hiding  and  replaced  by  an 
old  door  from  another  part  of  the  house,  which  harmonized  per- 
fectly with  the  other  woodwork  in  the  room. 

The  stage  being  prepared,  next  in  order  was  the  setting. 

Through  the  able  supervision  of  Mr.  George  Dudley  Seymour, 
more  or  less  furniture  of  the  required  period  was  brought  to  light, 
largely  from  the  Historical  Society's  own  attic,  and  carefully  put 
in  order  and  refinished.  When  this  was  properly  arranged,  and 
the  fireplace  fitted  with  its  crane,  its  pots  and  kettles,  its  pipe  tongs, 
and  fire  dogs,  its  plate  warmer  and  its  old  Dutch  brick  oven,  its 
toaster  and  its  roasting  spit,  and  with  the  old  flint-lock  musket 
over  the  mantel,  it  was  felt  that  the  shade  of  the  first  Morris  owner 


might  come  wandering  up  from  the  shore  and  with  a  contented 
sigh  settle  into  the  old  chair  by  the  fireside  with  the  feeling  that 
he  was  really  at  home.  To  be  sure  he  might  find  the  electric 
lighting  fixtures  an  anachronism,  but  it  should  be  whispered  in 
his  filmy  ear  that  this  trouble  would  be  remedied  before  his  next 
visit.  In  the  meantime  the  tin  and  wooden  sconces  on  the  wall 
with  their  candles  throwing  a  dim  light  would  doubtless  look 
natural  enough. 

The  chief  efforts  of  the  Committee  in  the  main  part  of  the  House 
were  devoted  to  removing  as  far  as  possible  the  incongruous 
furnishings  which  had  been  brought  there  from  his  family  belong- 
ings by  the  late  donor.  The  task  had  to  be  approached  with 
discretion  and  with  due  regard  to  a  sentiment  which  called  for 
proper  respect  to  his  personal  share  in  the  history  of  a  habitation 
of  his  ancestors.  To  this  end  all  the  family  portraits  were  hung 
in  the  double  parlors  north  of  the  hall,  including  among  them  two 
extremely  interesting  Morris  portraits  given  to  the  Society  in  1918 
by  a  descendant  living  in  Windsor,  These  and  a  contemporary 
Morris  portrait  have  been  cleaned  by  Professor  J.  H.  Niemeyer 
and  left  in  their  old  black  pine  frames.  All  the  recent  pictures  have 
been  taken  from  this  part  of  the  House,  but  the  parlor  on  the  other 
side  of  the  hall,  with  its  piano,  Victorian  furniture,  carpet  and  oil 
paintings,  remains  about  as  the  donor  left  it.  The  hall  on  both 
stories  has  been  rid  of  several  cases  of  law  books,  disposed  of  to 
the  Yale  Law  School,  and  of  many  small  pictures  of  no  value, 
about  a  score  of  interesting  prints  of  old  New  Haven  being 
retained.  On  the  second  floor  the  two  chambers  on  the  south  are 
furnished  as  the  donor's  bedroom  and  study  with  such  articles 
and  pictures  as  had  been  long  in  possession  of  his  family  and  were 
characteristic  of  their  taste  and  style  of  living.  A  selection  of 
some  two  hundred  books  that  belonged  to  the  donor  and  revealed 
his  taste  and  interests  from  early  childhood  to  the  end  of  his  life,  a 
favorite  painting,  souvenirs  of  his  school  and  College,  yachting 
photographs  and  flags  with  a  few  of  his  many  prize  cups,  his  boy's 
desk  and  framed  certificates  that  he  treasured  for  reasons  of  his 
own,  serve  to  make  these  two  rooms  a  memorial  of  the  real  William 
Pardee.  Thus  consistently  gathered  from  the  abundant  material 
at  hand  and  belonging  to  the  history  of  an  educated  New  Havener 
during   his   entire   lifetime,  this   collection   cannot    fail   to   be   of 
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permanent  value  which  will  be  recognized  by  students  and  visitors 
in  future  generations.  Apart  from  the  obligations  felt  by  the 
Society  to  the  donor  of  this  remarkable  House,  the  Committee 
feels  that  these  nineteenth-century  rooms  ought  not  to  be  con- 
sidered incompatible  with  the  sixteenth-century  House  which 
contains  them,  since  they  serve  to  memorialize  the  last  of  a  long 
line  of  residents  who  occupied  it  as  a  domicile  during  two  hundred 
and  fifty  years. 

The  two  chambers  on  the  north  side  of  the  upper  hall  have  been 
relieved  of  their  nineteenth-century  carpets  and  furniture  and 
fitted  as  completely  as  our  resources  permitted  with  eighteenth- 
century  bedroom  movables  on  bare  floors.  A  good  cherry  bed 
and  trundle,  dating  perhaps  from  1790,  were  found  in  the  House 
and  provided  with  straw  and  feather  mattresses  set  on  cords ;  a 
second  trundle  bed,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  W.  H.  Carmalt,  who  has  also 
contributed  a  wonderful  case  of  wax  figures,  has  been  set  up  in  the 
adjoining  room  which  contains  various  children's  toys  and  things 
to  equip  it  as  a  nursery  warmed  by  a  Franklin  stove.  The  wall 
paper  and  painted  woodwork  in  these  two  rooms  have  been  left 
as  repaired  by  the  donor,  the  cost  of  removing  paint  and  paper 
being  too  great  to  be  contemplated  at  present.  Three  valuable 
antic[ue  chairs,  one  of  them  a  Carver  of  the  seventeenth  century, 
have  been  carefully  restored  and  placed  in  the  bedroom,  while 
two  cradles  from  the  collections  of  the  Society  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  nursery.  These  two  rooms  are  protected  by  light 
barriers  in  three  doors  so  that  the  articles  in  them  run  no  risk  of 
mistreatment  by  enthusiastic  visitors  who  are  able  to  see  every- 
thing in  them  without  entering. 

The  collection  of  paintings  remains  as  left  by  the  donor  in  the 
ball  room  which  he  turned  into  a  picture  gallery.  Some  other 
disposition  of  this  collection  awaits  the  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society.  The  attic,  a  fine  specimen  of  New 
England  timber  work,  has  been  cleared  of  the  accumulation  of 
domestic  rubbish  and  opened  for  inspection.  The  dining  room, 
with  its  interesting  fire-place,  has  been  relieved  of  some  unsuitable 
pictures  and  furniture,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  here  to  restore 
it  to  its  original  state  as  one  of  the  finest  rooms  in  the  House. 

Nothing  was  required  to  improve  the  exterior  of  the  building 
which  had  been  put  in  excellent  repair  by  the  donor.     A  gutter 
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has  been  set  under  the  eaves  on  the  west  front  so  as  to  drain  the 
rain  water  away  and  prevent  its  seeping  into  the  cellar.  Water 
has  accumulated  here  two  or  three  times  to  a  depth  of  two  feet ; 
it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  this  comes  from  the  surface  or  from 
springs  in  the  ground  near  the  House. 

The  Committee  takes  great  pleasure  in  recording  its  appreci- 
ation of  the  unflagging  devotion  to  her  responsible  task  of  caring 
for  the  House  shown  by  the  Custodian,  Mrs.  Crabbe,  who  lives  in 
the  building  and  keeps  it  and  its  valuable  contents  in  admirable 
order,  besides  attending  to  the  visitors  who  come  here  to  inspect 
it  three  times  a  week,  sometimes  to  the  number  of  forty  in  a  day. 
She  has  been  provided  with  a  set  of  six  picture  post-cards  for 
which  there  is  a  considerable  demand.  Her  industry  has  furnished 
each  article  in  the  House  with  a  label,  and  in  another  year  she 
expects  to  complete  a  card  catalog  of  every  item  properly  belong- 
ing to  the  House  as  a  museum  of  ancient  New  England. 

The  Committee  in  conclusion  is  able  to  congratulate  the  Society 
upon  the  possession  through  the  munificence  of  Mr.  Pardee  of 
one  of  the  most  interesting  and  remarkable  specimens  of  Colonial 
domestic  architecture  now  remaining  for  public  inspection  in 
Nev/  England.

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REPORT    OF    THE    CUSTODIAN 

After  many  changes  had  been  made  in  the  interior  of  Pardee's 
Old  Morris  House  it  was  formally  opened  to  the  public  at  a  recep- 
tion on  June  13th,  1921,  given  by  the  President  and  the  House 
Committee,  at  which  about  150  were  present.  During  the  season, 
when  the  House  was  open  for  inspection  on  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  afternoons  until  Nov.  15th,  847  visitors  were  regis- 
tered from  all  parts  of  the  country  and  several  from  Europe, 
Australia,  India,  the  Philippines  and  elsewhere.  On  Flag  Day, 
June  14th,  the  House  was  especially  opened  for  a  meeting  of  the 
Mary  Clap  Wooster  Chapter,  D.  A.  R.  in  honor  of  its  Regent, 
Mary  Louise  Pardee,  a  grand-niece  of  William  Bradley  Pardee, 
when  150  members  of  this  and  other  Chapters  were  entertained. 
At  another  time  a  class  of  41  scholars  in  Colonial  History  were 
brought  to  the  House  by  Miss  Rattlesdorfer,  Principal  of  the 
Morris  Cove  School,  for  a  study  of  the  utensils  and  life  in  Colonial 
times.

2.  Printed  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  genealogies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  oj 
anniversaries  of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of  Connecticul 
religious,  educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything 
printed  in  the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  tc 
1800.  Any  books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven 
whether  before  or  after  1800,  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  anc 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historii 
china  or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  whicl 
illustrate  local  or  American  history. 


The  Society  has  appointed  a  Committee  on  Relics,  havin 
charge  of  all  questions  relating  to  the  acceptance  and  disposi 
tion  of  antiques,  curiosities,  paintings,  etc.,  and  of  the  geners 
arrangement  of  its  Collection.  All  gifts  intended  as  addition 
to  these  sent  to  the  Society  will  receive  the  prompt  attentio 
of  this  committee.

(At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  November  20,  1922.) 


I  am  to  report  to  you  to-night,  in  a  general  way,  the  doings  of 
the  Society  for  the  past  year.  This  would  be  an  easier  task  than 
it  is  if  it  were  my  first  report,  or  if  the  Society's  activities  were 
greater.  As  it  is  this  address  will,  of  necessity,  bear  a  striking 
resemblance  to  previous  addresses,  because  year  by  year  we 
proceed  along  practically  the  same  lines.  That  is,  perhaps,  inevi- 
table for  an  institution  of  this  character. 

MEETINGS   AND    PAPERS. 

And  first  as  to  our  meetings  and  papers.  We  have  held  the 
usual  number  of  meetings  during  the  year,  at  which  papers  have 
been  read  upon  some  topic  of  historical  or  antiquarian  interest. 
These  meetings  have,  of  course,  been  open  to  the  public,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  always  there  are  those  from  outside  our 
membership  who  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  attend  the 
meetings  and  listen  to  the  papers.  They  are  welcome,  and  we 
should  be  glad  if  more  came. 

At  our  first  meeting,  December  19,  1921,  the  Rev.  Sherrod 
Soule,  D.D.,  of  Hartford,  read  a  paper  entitled,  "The  Diary  of  a 
Conservative  of  a  Century  Ago."  The  "conservative"  was  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Robbins,  D.D.,  a  native  of  Norfolk,  receiving  his 
degree  from  both  Yale  and  Williams  in  the  same  year,  a  founder 
of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society.  Dr.  Soule  showed  by 
quotations  from  the  Diary  how  it  revealed  the  religious  and  politi- 
cal prejudices  and  passions  of  the  times  following  the  formation  of 
our  Federal  Constitution. 

On  January  16,  1922,  Dr.  George  C.  F,  Williams,  President  of 
the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  read  a  paper  entitled  "Three 
Centuries  of  America."  It  was  an  exceedingly  interesting  and 
illuminating  account  of  the  progress  made  through  the  centuries 
since  the  coming  of  the  Pilgrims. 

Professor  John  M.  S.  Allison  of  the  University  read  the  paper 
at  the  meeting  on  February  20,  1922,  taking  for  his  subject  "Met- 
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ternich  and  Thiers,  1838-1859."  It  was  a  clear  and  concise 
account  of  the  relations  of  these  two  great  statesmen. 

At  the  meeting  on  March  20,  1922,  Edward  M.  Day,  Esq.,  of 
Hartford,  spoke  on  "John  Marshall."  The  paper  was  a  sympa- 
thetic and  appreciative  story  of  the  great  jurist's  life  and  work. 

On  the  evening  of  April  17,  1922,  a  delightful  and  instructive 
paper  entitled  "John  Burroughs,  an  American  Seer"  was  read  by 
Professor  Ralph  H.  Gabriel  of  the  University. 

Professor  Warren  K.  Moorehead,  of  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover,  Field  Director  of  the  Arch£eological  Survey  of  New 
England,  spoke  on  "The  Indians  of  New  England"  at  the  meet- 
ing held  May  15,  1922.  The  address,  which  was  illustrated  by 
lantern  slides,  had  particular  reference  to  the  work  of  searching 
for  Indian  relics.  During  the  past  summer  Professor  Moorehead 
has  been  digging  in  Connecticut,  and  has  sent  on  to  the  Society 
some  of  the  results.  They  are  not,  as  he  says,  of  any  particular 
interest  or  value.  But  he  hopes  to  send  more  important  finds 
later. 

At  our  last  meeting  of  the  year,  October  16,  1922,  James  E. 
Wheeler,  Esq.,  read  a  paper  on  "Anthony  Wayne,"  which  most 
interestingly  sketched  the  life  of  that  intrepid  and  successful 
Revolutionary  soldier. 

This  brief  recapitulation  of  the  papers  we  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  listening  to  during  the  past  year  shows  their  varied  character. 
If  we  have  departed  from  subjects  dealing  with  colonial  matters, 
yet  we  have  tried  to  have  papers  of  a  historical  nature,  and  thus 
live  up  to  part,  at  least,  of  our  corporate  name.  The  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  our  interests  have  broadened  with  the  years,  and 
perhaps  are  destined  to  broaden  more  and  more  as  time  goes  on.

One  has  just  to  read  over  that  Hst  to  see  what  a  loss  has  come 
to  us.  Both  the  Society  and  the  community  are  poorer  by  their 
going.  I  wish  I  might  say  something  of  each,  but  time  forbids. 
However,  there  are  three  in  that  Hst  whose  official  relation  to  the 
Society  at  some  time  makes  it  fitting  that  a  word  should  be  said  of 
them. 

In  the  death  of  Frederick  Bostwick  the  Society  lost  a  life  mem- 
ber and  its  Curator  and  Librarian  for  sixteen  years.  He  was 
serving  in  that  capacity  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Bostwick's 
familiarity  with  the  old  families  of  New  Haven  enabled  him  to 
render  valuable  assistance  to  those  interested  in  local  genealogical 
matters,  and  he  was  always  ready  to  help  when  and  as  he  could. 
He  was  a  faithful  and  devoted  official  of  the  Society,  and  deserves 
more  than  this  brief  passing  notice. 

Williston  Walker  was  President  of  this  Society  from  1903  to 
1913.  From  the  completion  of  his  college  and  university  studies 
he  had  been  a  teacher  of  Church  History,  a  subject  in  which  he 
was  a  master.  He  was  one  of  the  foremost  leaders  of  the  Congre- 
gational Church,  forward-looking,  broad-minded,  a  thorough- 
going Christian  gentleman.  He  was  an  author  of  note,  as  the 
many  important  volumes  which  came  from  his  pen  bear  witness. 
His  long  and  intimate  association  with  Hartford  and  New  Haven 
enabled  him  to  bring  to  the  Presidency  of  this  Society  a  mind 
filled  with  a  knowledge  of  local  history.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  Provost  of  the  University,  the  first  to  hold  that  office.  The 
Society  has  lost  a  good  friend,  the  University  a  capable  official,  the 
community  a  highly  respected  citizen. 

Last  year  I  reported  the  gift  to  the  Society  of  a  portrait  of 
Henry  T.  Blake,  which  was  presented  by  a  number  of  his  friends. 
This  year  I  am  called  upon  to  report  his  death.     For  some  time 
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Mr.  Blake,  because  of  the  infirmities  of  age,  had  been  unable  to 
take  any  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  but  to  the  very 
last  his  interest  in  it  never  flagged.  The  following  letter,  written 
by  his  own  hand,  came  to  me  just  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  a  year  ago,  which  I  take  pleasure  in  intro- 
ducing at  this  point :  "Yesterday  morning  I  received  your  official 
notice  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Historical  Society 
Directors  will  be  held  on  Monday  evening,  November  28th.  I 
thank  you  for  it  as  a  recognition  of  me  as  one  who  would  still  be 
an  active  co-worker  with  the  other  Society  Directors  if  it  were 
possible  for  me  so  to  do.  But  the  reasons  why  I  shall  be  absent 
are  too  well  known  to  you  and  the  others  to  need  any  explana- 
tion, and  I  will  therefore  merely  ask  you  to  do  what  I  would  do 
personally  if  I  were  present,  namely,  to  thank  my  associate  Direc- 
tors and  the  Historical  Society  for  the  honor  they  have  done  me 
by  placing  my  portrait  as  a  permanent  fixture  of  the  Society 
Gallery,  and  also  to  express  my  personal  kind  regards  to  all.  As 
I  can  no  longer  be  of  service  to  the  Society  I  ought  to  resign,  but 
I  cannot  find  it  in  my  heart  to  leave  such  good  company,  and  I 
will  beg  my  brother  Directors  to  tolerate  my  name  on  their  list  as 
an  associate  for  the  very  short  period  of  time  that  can  remain 
before  it  will  be  removed  by  the  order  of  nature." 

From  1894  to  1914  Mr.  Blake  was  Secretary  of  the  Society. 
This  was  no  mere  perfunctory,  mechanical  task  with  him,  but  a 
duty  lovingly,  intelligently,  sympathetically  performed,  and  when 
he  felt  compelled  to  retire  it  was  with  the  sincere  regrets  of  those 
who  were  associated  with  him  in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Society.  Mr.  Blake  was  steeped  in  the  antiquities  of  New  Haven, 
and  to  his  facile  pen  and  fine  sense  of  humor  we  have  been  greatly 
indebted. 

THE    JOHN    DAVENPORT    LETTER. 

The  Society  has  acquired  by  purchase  within  the  year  a  letter 
written  by  John  Davenport  to  the  Rev.  John  Cotton,  minister  in 
Boston.  It  was  written  from  New  Haven,  and  bears  the  date 
May  6,  1650.  The  letter,  of  course,  has  very  great  interest  as  a 
Davenport  manuscript,  but  it  has  an  added  interest  because  on  one 
of  the  blank  sides  of  it  are  annotations  in  Cotton's  own  hand- 
writing.    The  Davenport  letter  has  been  printed  in  the  Davenport 
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Genealogy,  but  so  far  as  known  the  annotations  have  never  been 
printed. 

In  this  Davenport  letter  we  have  a  beautiful  specimen  of  his 
handwriting.  The  letter  is  well-preserved,  and  is  an  exceedingly- 
valuable  addition  to  our  manuscripts.  There  is  no  place  where 
anything  associated  with  John  Davenport  could  be  more  fittingly 
deposited  for  permanent  keeping  than  in  the  New  Haven  Colony 
Historical  Society. 

THE    ISAACS    PORTRAITS. 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Ingersoll,  formerly  of  New  Haven,  but  now 
of  Portland,  Conn.,  has  presented  to  the  Society  two  large  family 
portraits,  which  have  an  interest  for  us.  They  are  the  portraits 
of  Ralph  Isaacs,  and  his  wife  Mary  Perit  Isaacs,  who  were  resi- 
dents of  New  Haven  back  in  the  latter  half  of  the  eighteenth 
century. 

Ralph  Isaacs  was  born  in  Norwalk,  Conn.,  on  June  4,  1741- 
His  parents  were  Ralph  and  Mary  Rumsey  Isaacs.  He  was  a 
graduate  of  Yale  College  in  the  Class  of  1761.  Soon  after  leaving 
College  he  settled  in  New  Haven  as  a  merchant,  and  continued  in 
business  here  until  the  Revolution.  In  that  great  struggle  his 
sympathies  were  with  the  mother  country,  and  he  had  a  very 
unhappy  time  until  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  in  1778.  The 
remaining  years  of  his  life  he  spent  on  his  farm  on  "Cherry  Hill" 
in  Branford,  dying  October  24,  1799. 

On  September  8,  1761,  he  married  Mary  Perit,  daughter  of 
Peter  and  Abigail  Shepard  Perit  of  Milford,  Conn.  She  was  of 
French  Huguenot  descent,  being  the  great  grand-daughter  of  Rev. 
Pierre  Peiret,  who  came  to  this  country  after  the  Revocation  of 
the  Edict  of  Nantes,  and  settled  in  New  York,  becoming  the  first 
minister  of  the  French  Huguenot  Church  there.  She  died 
February  4,  1816. 

In  his  letter  presenting  these  portraits  Mr.  Ingersoll  says : 
"Mr.  and  Mrs.  Isaacs  were  the  maternal  grandparents  of  my  grand- 
father, Judge  Charles  A.  Ingersoll  of  New  Haven,  their  daughter 
Grace  having  been  the  wife  of  Hon.  Jonathan  Ingersoll  of  New 
Haven,  my  great-grandfather,  and  these  portraits  came  into  my 
grandfather's  possession  during  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  probably  about   1840.     They  have  a   peculiar  historic 
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value.  During  the  Revolutionary  War,  at  the  time  of  the  British 
raid  on  New  Haven  in  1779,  they  were  located  in  a  house  (which 
I  believe  Mr.  Isaacs  owned)  on  the  north  side  of  Water  Street, 
just  west  of  Hamilton  Street.  The  invading  soldiers  looted  this 
house,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Isaacs  was  a  professed  loyalist, 
and  badly  cut  and  damaged  both  portraits.  They  were  after- 
wards repaired,  but  even  now  the  marks  of  the  bayonet  thrusts  are 
clearly  visible." 

THE    LIBRARY. 

In  pursuance  of  the  policy  adopted  a  short  time  ago  our  Library 
Committee  has  weeded  out  a  number  of  irrelevant  books,  thus 
making  room  for  those  books  which  should  especially  find  a  place 
on  our  shelves.  And  many  books  of  interest  and  of  value  have 
been  added,  books,  that  is,  of  the  character  which  we  are  anxious 
to  collect.  Through  the  energy  of  Miss  Carmalt  our  duplicates 
have  been  assembled  and  exchanges  effected  to  the  mutual 
advantage  of  the  exchangers. 

We  are  slowly  building  up  our  library  along  definite  lines.  We 
have  funds  for  books  of  a  special  character,  and  it  is  my  thought 
that  the  income  from  those  funds  should  be  used  as  fast  as  it  can 
be  judiciously.  We  should  make  our  library  more  and  more  a 
working  library  for  those,  whether  our  members  or  not,  who  are 
interested  in  genealogical  matters,  and  in  local  town  histories.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  our  library  is  in  constant  use  by  those  who  are 
in  quest  of  genealogical  information. 

THE    MUSEUM. 

Perhaps  a  few  words  should  be  said  about  the  Museum.  There 
have  not  been  many  acquisitions  during  the  year,  indeed  there 
have  been  none  that  deserve  special  notice  other  than  those  already 
referred  to.  And  yet  there  is  a  steady  stream  flowing  in  of  more 
or  less  interesting  relics  of  the  past,  and  we  want  to  hold  them  in 
trust  for  future  generations.  The  difficulty  which  confronts  us 
now  is  adequately  to  display,  because  of  lack  of  space,  the  things 
which  are  really  of  great  interest.  That  at  once  raises  a  question 
which  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  near  future.  I  should 
imagine  that  the  first  way  to  deal  with  it  would  be  by  a  process 
of  elimination  of  mediocre  and  even  unworthy  objects,  and  by 
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the  avoidance  of  anything  like  duplication.  This,  of  course, 
would  seriously  dislocate  our  Catalogue,  but  perhaps  the  time  has 
came  when  we  ought  to  take  into  consideration  the  possibility  of 
preparing  a  new  Catalogue,  one  which  would  more  properly  repre- 
sent our  collections  as  they  now  are.  This  is  a  task  of  no  mean 
proportions,  but  there  will  be  found  those  to  do  it  when  the  need 
becomes  imperative. 

But  this  must  suffice  for  my  annual  address.  No  doubt  there 
are  various  recommendations  which  could  be  made,  which  perhaps 
as  your  President  I  ought  to  make,  but  there  are  none  so  pressing 
that  they  need  occupy  our  attention  now,  unless  it  be  the  matter 
of  an  increased  membership.  Plainly  one  of  two  things  is  neces- 
sary, either  we  must  enlarge  our  membership,  or  work  for  an 
increase  of  endowment.  Perhaps  we  should  say  rather  that  we 
ought  to  give  due  consideration  to  both. 

That  this  Society  has  a  place  in  the  life  of  the  community  we 
can  not  doubt.  Changes  are  coming  thick  and  fast.  The  old 
landmarks  have  gone,  or  are  going.  The  New  England  village 
has  become  a  teeming  city.  The  little  old  two-story  frame  build- 
ings that  once  encircled  our  sacred  Green  are  steadily  giving  place 
to  the  towering  structures  of  commerce.  The  antiquarian  may 
lament  the  change,  but  after  all  only  the  inevitable  is  happening. 
And  yet  even  in 

"The  glistering  of  this  present," 
we  would  turn  wistful  eyes  back  over 

"The  eternal  landscape  of  the  past," 

and  mark  the  things  that  gave  distinction,  and  strength,  and  char- 
acter to  the  life  of  our  forefathers.  Here  we  may  preserve  the 
memories  of  the  past,  the  relics  that  link  us  to  it.  Here  shall 
come  those  who  now  make  up  our  crowded  life,  but  who  yet  are 
without  traditions  and  sentiments  to  stir  their  loyalties.  And  here 
by  observation  and  by  study  they  shall  learn  of  the  past  what  it  is 
that  makes  for  civic  and  national  stability.  The  New  Haven 
Colony  Historical  Society  has  its  mission,  and  that  is  to  hand  on 
the  memory  of  the  spirit  and  genius  of  the  fathers,  and  to  teach 
the  newer  generations  reverence  and  regard  for  the  old.  How 
far  it  shall  fulfil  its  mission  depends  upon  you  and  me. 
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At  the  annual  meeting  in  1913,  I  received  the  distinction  of  the 
election  to  the  Presidency  of  this  honored  Society.  Without  any 
particular  qualification  for  the  task,  other  than  a  genuine  interest 
in  the  aims  and  work  of  the  Society,  I  undertook,  with  many  mis- 
givings, the  duties  of  the  office,  and  now  after  nine  years  of  ser- 
vice I  feel  that  I  must  relinquish  the  reins  to  another. 

The  work  has  been  most  enjoyable,  though  not  nearly  as  much 
has  been  done  as  should  have  been,  but  one  busy  with  the  exacting 
duties  of  his  daily  work  can  not  always  do  in  other  fields  what  he 
would  like  to  do.  It  is,  however,  a  matter  of  gratification  to  me 
that  we  have  added  in  these  nine  years  two  volumes  to  our  series 
of  Historical  Papers,  and  that  we  have  been  able  to  publish, 
through  the  very  valuable  assistance  of  Mr.  Dexter,  so  freely  and 
graciously  rendered,  the  first  two  volumes  of  the  Ancient  Record 
Series,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  have  many  additional  volumes  as 
the  years  go  on. 

Gratefully  appreciating  the  kindnesses  and  courtesies  that  have 
been  shown  me  at  all  times,  and  recalling  the  many  pleasant  friend- 
ships here  made,  I  place  the  guidance  of  the  Society  in  my  suc- 
cessor's hands,  for  whose  acceptance  of  the  office  the  Society  is 
to  be  heartily  congratulated,  confident  that  he  will  lead  it  forward 
to  a  larger  realization  of  its  opportunities,  and  to  a  fuller  under- 
standing of  its  mission  in  the  community.

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REPORT    OF    HOUSE    COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  on  the  Pardee-Morris  House  have  little  to 
report  except  that  the  building  and  its  contents  have  been  main- 
tained intact  during  the  year  under  the  careful  management  of 
the  Curator.  Mrs.  Crabbe,*  who  resides  in  the  building.  Partly 
owing  to  the  illness  of  some  memliers  of  the  Committee,  but  mainly 
because  they  were  not  prepared  to  undertake  with  the  funds  at 
hand  the  serious  business  of  reconstructing  some  of  the  rooms  still 
untouched,  the  house  has  been  left  about  as  it  was  last  year.  The 
stairway  has  been  relieved  of  the  anachronism  of  a  carpet  and 
supplied  with  a  "stepper"  of  early  nineteenth-century  make.  The 
remarkable  wall  case  of  wax  figures,  presented  in  1921  by  Mrs. 
Carnialt,  has  been  put  in  excellent  repair  and  hung  over  the 
chimney  breast  of  a  lower  room.  A  few  gifts  have  been  added 
and  certain  incongruous  articles  removed  but  much  remains  to  be 
done  to  rescue  the  apartments  on  the  ground  floor  from  their 
mid-Victorian  look.  The  Society  has  not  succeeded  in  impressing 
the  people  of  this  community  with  a  proper  sense  of  the  interest 
and  importance  of  this  House  as  an  exhibit.  The  actual  number 
of  visitors  during  the  twelvemonths  is  about  two  hundred  less  than 
that  of  last  year  and  the  Committee  are  convinced  that  some 
means  ought  to  be  employed  to  inform  the  public  of  the  real  value 
of  this  House  as  an  example  of  early  New  England  domestic 
architecture  and  call  the  attention  of  New  Haven  to  a  display  of 
which  it  has  reason  to  be  proud. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Custodian's  trusteeship 
during  the  year  just  closed. 

The  House  was  informally  opened  to  the  public  on  May  29th 
without  any  reception,  though  the  presence  of  a  musician  among 
the  visitors  afforded  those  present  an  opportunity  of  listening  to 
some  excellent  selections  on  the  piano.  On  June  7th  the  Morris 
Cove  Fire  Department  entertained  the  Fire  Chiefs  of  the  State. 
After  dinner  Chief  Francis  A.  Murry,  the  host,  escorted  his 
guests,  twenty-eight  in  number,  to  inspect  the  old  House,  which 
was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  whole  company.  Chief  Moran  of 
Hartford  declared  after  the  visit,  "We  have  been  entertained  at

dinner  in  many  places  but  never  before  have  we  enjoyed  such  a 
rare  treat  as  this  House  and  its  contents."  A  week  later  the  Mary 
Clap  Wooster  Chapter  of  the  D.  A.  R.  held  its  annual  outing  here, 
with  nearly  a  hundred  present.  The  fact  that  Miss  Mary  Louise 
Pardee,  a  cousin  of  the  Donor  of  the  House,  is  the  present  Regent, 
made  the  meeting  in  this  place  especially  appropriate.  Its  use  by 
Associations  of  this  sort  adds  sensibly  to  the  esteem  which  visitors 
from  other  places  feel  for  New  Haven  as  a  historic  center. 

The  total  of  visitors  this  year  is  676,  including  names  from 
nearly  every  state  in  the  Union  and  a  considerable  number  from 
Europe  and  Asia.  One  cause  of  the  decrease  in  the  total  as  com- 
pared with  last  year  may  be  the  closing  of  two  local  hotels  this 
past  summer.

Constitution 

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.    Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other 
pictorial  representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curi- 
osities and  antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with 
or  may  illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within 
the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as 
now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons;  to  encourage 
historical  and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate 
historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen : 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee ;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper 
use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 
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Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 
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I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member 
from  the  date  of  such  payment;  and  the  term  of  all  annual 
memberships  shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after 
subscriptions  are  paid.  Notice  of  the  annual  fee  shall  he  sent  by 
the  Society  to  every  annual  member  at  least  one  month  before  the 
time  for  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  menvbership.  If  said  fee 
is  not  paid  tvithin  two  months,  tJic  Society  shall  send  a  second 
notice  to  such  member  calling  attention  to  this  by-law  and  enclos- 
ing a  bill,  and  if  the  fee  remains  unpaid  thirty  days  after  the  mail- 
ing of  such  second  notice,  the  name  of  the  member  in  default  may 
be  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  Society  by  -vote  of  the  Board  of 
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Directors.  Such  member  may  be  re-instated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  upon  shozving  satisfactory  reason  for  the  omission 
and  paying  the  amount  in  arrears.  (Amendment  adopted  i8th 
December,  ip22.) 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors ;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
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be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VIL  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  cata- 
logue all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles 
deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every 
annual  meeting,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition 
of  the  library  and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures ;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XI.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts. 
They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangement  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members, 
who  shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
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and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVL  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society. 

XVIL  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIIL  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows :

XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors.

(At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  November  ip,  ip^J.) 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical 
Society  is  both  an  obligation  and  an  opportunity.  It  is  a  proper 
obligation  imposed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Society  and  a  wel- 
come opportunity  to  review  and  to  forecast  the  work  of  the  society. 
As  in  the  old  New  England  town  meeting  the  selectmen  presented 
an  accounting  of  the  ways  in  which  they  had  discharged  their 
trust,  so  your  officers  render  accoiuit  of  their  stewardship.  Quite 
as  important  as  this  public  accounting,  however,  was  the  oppor- 
tunity given  in  town  meeting  to  air  grievances,  to  suggest  reforms, 
and  to  take  reckonings  for  the  voyage  ahead.  Your  president  is 
disposed  on  this  occasion  to  take  advantage  of  this  occasion  to 
cast  a  look  ahead  as  well  as  behind. 

The  regrettable  retirement  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beardsley  from  the 
presidency  last  year  left  a  vacancy  which  has  not  been  completely 
filled.  In  place  of  one  who  is  identified  with  New  Haven  by 
birth  and  family  traditions,  the  society  chose  as  president  a  com- 
parative newcomer  all  of  whose  traditions  are  bound  up  in  the 
history  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  and  whose  views  of  the 
function  of  a  local  historical  society  seem  to  differ  from  the  estab- 
lished traditions  of  this  society.  At  his  solicitation  the  board  of 
directors  authorized  a  drive  for  new  members.  A  committee  was 
named  to  devise  ways  and  means  of  increasing  the  membership 
of  the  society  and  it  prepared  an  elaborate  card  index  of  eligibles 
in  New  Haven ;  while  the  president  drafted  an  open  letter  setting 
forth  what  he  conceived  to  be  the  place  of  such  a  society  in  the 
community.  In  the  light  of  ten  months'  experience,  the  president 
would  now  like  to  issue  a  revised  edition  of  this  letter.  What  he 
stated  as  the  actual  position  of  the  society  in  the  city  of  New 
Haven,  he  would  prefer  now  to  describe  as  an  ideal  to  be  sought. 
Evidently  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society  does  not 
make  any  such  appeal  to  the  community  as  he  fondly  believed. 
The  drive  for  one  thousand  new  members  has  brought  but  forty- 
eight  into  the  fold. 

The  response  of  one  member  of  the  society  to  the  president's 
open  letter  was  immediate  and  hearty.  With  his  wonted  generos- 
ity Professor  Theodore  S.  Woolsey  offered  last  March  to  be  one 


of  twenty  donors  to  an  endowment  fund,  each  to  contribute  five 
hundred  dollars.  This  was  a  proposal  so  definite  and  so  practical 
that  it  seemed  certain  to  evoke  a  cordial  response.  With  such  a 
fund  the  society  could  undertake  the  activities  to  which  I  shall 
allude.  But  to  date  only  seven  members  of  the  society  have 
responded. 

Attention  must  be  directed  rather  insistently  to  the  situation  in 
which  the  society  finds  itself.  Its  membership  is  composed  chiefly 
of  those  past  middle  life.  It  is  not  being  recruited  from  the 
younger  members  of  the  community.  It  cannot  become  a  perva- 
sive force  until  it  is  so  recruited.  The  want  of  a  living  endow- 
ment fund  hampers  the  activities  of  the  society.  Without  a  fund 
for  lecturers  the  program  of  monthly  meetings  will  be  arranged 
with  ever  increasing  difficulty.  The  importunities  of  your  presi- 
dent are  beginning  to  weary  such  local  talent  as  we  have  been  able 
to  draft  into  service.  At  the  present  moment,  moreover,  the 
society  is  without  the  services  of  a  permanent  librarian  and  curator, 
and  consequently  without  the  means  of  cataloguing  properly  its 
books  and  collections.  Unless  funds  are  forthcoming  the  increas- 
ing costs  of  maintenance  will  still  further  curtail  the  activities 
of  the  society.  The  society  has  lost  by  death  this  year  twelve 
valued  members.  Had  your  president  enjoyed  the  intimate  friend- 
ship of  all,  he  would  gladly  pay  tribute  to  their  memory.  Deprived 
of  this  privilege,  he  must  ask  you  to  give  silent  tribute  in  your 
hearts  while  he  reads  the  list  of  these  departed  friends:

It  is  pleasant  to  record  that  several  score  of  articles  have  been 
contributed  to  the  collections  of  the  society.     Among  these  acces- 
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sions  should  be  mentioned  the  protraits  of  Nahuni  Hayward  and 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Henry  C.  Merwin,  who  was  killed  in  the 
Battle  of  Gettysburg.  Nahum  Hayward  was  a  well-known 
builder  in  New  Haven.  Not  only  such  private  residences  as  the 
Ingersoll,  Salisbury,  Hillhouse,  and  Stephen  Whitney  houses  are 
his  work,  in  association  with  Ithiel  Town,  but  also  Trinity  and 
Center  Churches  on  the  Green.  The  three  portraits  of  James 
and  Mary  Rice  and  "Aunt  Dana,"  which  hang  near  the  top  of 
the  stairway,  are  loaned  to  the  society  by  Mr.  Gilbert  Totten 
McMasters.  The  first  two  were  painted  in  1772  by  John  Durant. 
Another  loan  is  the  model  of  the  ship  Constitution,  which  is  said  to 
have  been  made  out  of  wood  and  metal  from  the  famous  old 
frigate.  A  hammer  once  used  by  Elihu  Burritt,  the  "learned 
Blacksmith,"  has  come  into  the  possession  of  the  society.  Various 
articles  from  the  estate  of  F.  Thornton  Hunt  have  just  come  in, 
among  them  a  fine  old  tray  of  Sheffield  plate  which  Mr.  Hunt 
desired  to  have  used  at  the  teas  and  receptions  of  the  society. 
There  is  also  among  these  gifts  a  considerable  portion  of  a  set  of 
Lowestoft  china  which  is  said  to  have  been  brought  to  this  country 
in  the  year  1800.  From  Miss  Susan  Moulthrop  of  Ansonia  the 
society  has  received  the  loan  of  the  Abraham  Bradley  Papers 
which  bear  dates  running  from  1699  to  1799. 

A  gracious  service  has  been  rendered  by  Miss  Ruth  Munger 
and  Miss  Susan  Whedon,  who  have  copied  from  the  card  cata- 
logue in  the  town-clerk's  office  the  names  of  all  New  Haven 
soldiers  who  were  killed  or  who  died  of  wounds  or  disease.  The 
honors  conferred  on  these  brave  lads  have  also  been  noted.  This 
was  a  task  which  our  former  president,  Professor  Williston 
Walker,  had  much  at  heart,  and  he  was  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee through  which  this  laudable  labor  was  accomplished. 

Two  matters  of  pressing  importance  should  receive  the  atten- 
tion of  the  society.  In  1891,  the  society  assisted  at  the  dedication 
of  a  monument  to  a  gallant  British  officer,  Adjutant  Campbell, 
who  was  shot  as  the  British  invading  force  was  entering  New 
Haven  in  1779.  In  his  historical  address  on  that  occasion  Mr. 
F.  H.  Cogswell  recalled  the  incident  in  these  words  : 

During  the  skirmish  near  West  Haven  green,  the  village  clergyman,  Rev. 
Mr.  Williston,  in  climbing  over  a  stone  wall  to  escape  the  enemy,  fell  and 
broke  his  leg.     Some  Hessians  rushed  upon  him  with  drawn  bayonets,  when 
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Campbell,  the  young  adjutant  of  the  Guards,  interfered  and  saved  the 
unfortunate  man's  life.  Townshend,  in  his  History  of  the  British  Invasion 
of  New  Haven,  says,  "This  officer  ordered  the  surgeon  of  his  regiment  to 
set  Mr.  Williston's  limb,  and  treated  him  with  great  humanity."  Three 
weeks  later,  on  the  25th,  President  Stiles  .makes  this  entry  in  his  diary: 
"Lord's  day.  I  preached  at  West  Haven  for  Rev.  Mr.  Williston,  who 
broke  his  leg  in  escaping  from  the  enemy."  It  is  related  that  Mr.  Williston, 
to  the  end  of  his  life,  never  failed  to  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  this 
incident,  "and  thank  the  Lord  that  he  didn't  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
Hessians,  but  into  the  hands  of  Adjutant  Campbell."  .  .  . 

During  the  whole  morning,  three  young  men,  named  Johnson,  Ailing  and 
Beecher,  had  been  active  in  harassing  the  British.  Together  they  had 
crept  behind  fences  and  trees,  and  poured  their  shot  into  the  advancing 
column.  When  the  detachment  which  they  were  covering  had  reached  the 
Milford  road,  Johnson  found  himself  .overcome  with  fatigue  or  illness,  and 
was  unable  to  climb  over  the  wall  with  his  companions.  An  officer  in  bril- 
liant uniform  stepped  out  from  beside  the  enemy's  ranks,  and  approached 
the  helpless  youth.  It  was  the  same  kind-hearted  Adjutant,  who  had  come 
to  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Williston,  a  short  time  before  at  West  Haven. 
According  to  the  family  story,  as  told  by  a  grandson  of  Johnson,  now 
living,  one  of  the  young  men  shouted,  "Look  out,  John,  he  will  take  y.ou!" 
Whereupon  Johnson  quickly  raised  his  musket  and  fired  at  the  approaching 
officer,  who  fell  bleeding  in  the  road.  Then,  nerved  by  the  excitement  of 
the  moment,  Johns.on  clambered  over  the  wall  and  escaped  with  his  com- 
panions. When  he  returned  home  later  in  the  day  to  the  house,  the  cellar 
of  which  is  still  visible  on  the  south  side  of  the  Milford  road,  (where 
yonder  flagstaff  is  planted),  he  found  that  a  wounded  British  officer  had 
been  brought  in  during  the  forenoon,  and  had  died  soon  after ;  that  he 
had  won  the  hearts  of  the  members  of  the  family  by  his  patience  and 
gentleness,  and  that  they  had  been  very  kind  to  him.  He  had  made  a  few 
trifling  presents  to  those  who  had  attended  him,  and  while  his  fellow 
soldiers  were  engaged  in  plundering  the  town,  this  noble  young  officer, 
whose  only  remembered  acts  were  those  ,of  humanity  and  mercy,  fell 
asleep,  far  from  the  land  of  his  home  and  kindred,  with  none  but  stranger 
hands  to  close  his  dying  eyes. 

A  grave  was  dug  across  the  road  in  a  hollow  by  the  edge  of  the  woods, 
and  at  night  the  body,  wrapped  in  a  blanket,  was  carried  upon  a  sheep- 
rack  and  decently  laid  avvay. 

The  plot  of  ground  on  which  the  monument  stands  was  deeded 
to  the  society  by  Dr.  T.  Mitchell  Prtidden  of  New  York  City  and 
the  Rev.  Theodore  P.  Prudden  of  Chicago,  who  had  received  it 
in  turn  from  their  brother  Henry  J,  Prudden  of  New  Haven. 
The  deed  of  gift  which  the  society  accepted  contains  these  words : 
"it  being  understood  and  agreed  by  said  society  that  it  will  erect 
and  maintain  necessary  fences  between  the  land  herein  conveyed 
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and  our  own  land."  The  society  has  never  fulfilled  its  part  of  the 
contract,  partly  because  the  need  of  fencing  this  plot  was  not  felt 
until  recently  and  partly  because— I  suspect — the  very  existence 
of  the  monument  and  the  obligation  have  been  forgotten.  Your 
president  has  recently  inspected  the  premises  and  is  of  the  opinion 
that  suitable  fences  should  be  constructed  at  once.  Small  houses 
have  been  built  in  the  immediate  vicinity  and  the  occupants  are 
establishing  a  right  of  way  across  the  plot.  The  monument  itself 
is  well  preserved. 

The  other  matter  of  pressing  importance  is  the  care  of  our 
collections.  For  want  of  the  services  of  an  experienced  curator 
much  historical  material  has  accumulated  which  is  neither  cata- 
logued nor  labelled.  Only  a  part  of  the  material  which  Governor 
Baldwin  has  given  to  the  society  from  time  to  time  has  been  made 
available  for  exhibition.  Many  articles  which  have  long  been  on 
view  bear  labels  which  are  illegible.  It  is  generally  agreed  that 
the  exhibition  cases  are  faultily  constructed  and  badly  placed,  so 
that  many  comparatively  uninteresting  and  insignificant  articles 
are  given  conspicuous  positions  which  divert  attention  from  really 
valuable  relics  and  antiques.  These  latter  articles,  in  turn,  are 
often  laid  in  flat  cases  upon  one  another  and  can  be  studied  only 
by  assuming,  back-breaking  postures.  Exhibition  cases  should  be 
vertical  and  upright,  not  horizontal.  The  society  must  soon 
instruct  its  Committee  on  Relics  resolutely  to  relegate  to  the  store- 
room articles  which  are  neither  indubitably  historical  nor  histori- 
cally interesting  and  significant.  This  is  a  policy  which  in  the 
end  must  invite  the  confidence  of  those  who  are  likely  to  leave 
historical  material  to  the  society.  The  present  policy  of  receiving 
gifts  of  doubtful  authenticity  does  not  inspire  such  confidence. 

In  this  connection  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  work  done  by  Miss  Katharine  Woolsey  Carmalt  in  her  short 
term  as  acting  librarian  and  curator.  The  society  needs  the  perma- 
nent services  of  some  one  who  possesses  Miss  Carmalt's  energy, 
enthusiasm,  and  good  judgment. 

I  am  happy  to  announce  that  substantial  progress  has  been  made 
in  carrying  out  the  desire  of  the  late  William  S.  Pardee  for  a 
genealogical  record  of  his  family.  Members  of  the  society  will 
recall  that  two  funds  were  left  for  this  purpose:  one  to  prepare 
the  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  the  first  George  Pardee ;  the 
other  to  ascertain  and  record  the  history  of  his  ancestry  in  England. 


The  first  of  these  tasks  was  committed  in  part  to  Mr.  Donald  Lines 
Jacol)us  of  West  Haven,  who  has  just  completed  and  delivered  to 
the  society  a  manuscript  which  covers  the  history  of  the  family 
from  George  Pardee  down  to  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
To  complete  this  record  of  the  American  Pardees  will  demand 
much  painstaking-  research  and  will  make  large  inroads  upon  our 
availahle  funds.  It  is  not  probable  that  the  funds  left  by  Mr.  Par- 
dee will  be  large  enough  to  meet  this  outlay  and  to  cover  the  cost  of 
publication.  Certain  members  of  the  family,  however,  have  carried 
on  investigation  in  English  records  and  have  expressed  a  desire 
to  aid  in  the  completion  of  the  work.  It  is  possible  that  the  society 
may  be  able  to  secure  this  material  and  to  avail  itself  of  this  help. 
The  manuscript  just  completed  is  a  painstaking  piece  of  work, 
involving  no  little  research,  and  it  adds  materially  to  our  knowledge 
of  the  first  George  Pardee,  who  was  identified  in  many  ways  with 
the  history  of  New  Haven  in  its  formative  period.  It  is  greatly 
to  be  desired  that  the  services  of  Mr.  Jacobus  be  retained  for  the 
completion  of  this  work. 

The  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society,  like  all  local  historical 
societies,  is  likely  to  draw  its  strongest  support  from  those  who  are 
most  interested  in  family  history.  And  your  President  is  not  dis- 
posed to  find  fault  with  those  whose  natural  interests  draw  them 
most  strongly  in  this  direction.  Yet  the  fact  remains  that  there 
are  other  interests  to  be  cultivated.  It  would  be  a  regrettable  fault 
if  this  society  did  not  encourage  research  in  local  and  state  history, 
where  so  much  of  interest  awaits  the  investigator.  The  society 
should  have  funds  for  this  purpose  as  well  as  for  genealogical 
research.  Several  years  have  passed  since  Mr.  Franklin  B.  Dexter 
published  under  the  auspices  of  the  society  two  volumes  of  early 
New  Haven  Town  Records.  If  the  society  is  to  remain  true  to  its 
fundamental  purpose,  it  must  continue  to  disseminate  historical 
information  by  the  printed  page  as  well  as  by  occasional  lectures 
in  this  hall.  The  grave  danger  that  besets  our  society  is  that  it 
shall  consider  itself  too  narrowly  as  an  historical  depository  and 
not  as  an  active  agency  for  the  diffusion  of  historical  information. 
There  is  no  institution  which  could  do  more  for  the  Americanization 
of  the  aliens  within  our  gates.

REPORT    OF    HOUSE    COMMITTEE 

Two  years  ago  your  committee  had  in  its  possession  a  large  lot 
of  interesting  material  from  which  to  make  its  report,  and  thereby 
gained  an  unfortunate  reputation. 

The  past  year  however  has  yielded  very  little  for  our  files  and 
we  shall  therefore  have  to  confine  ourselves  to  a  few  bare  facts. 

During  the  Fall  of  1922,  we  were  waited  upon  by  a  com- 
mittee from  the  residents  of  Morris  Cove  who  asked  that  they  be 
allowed  greater  freedom  in  the  use  of  the  property,  and  after 
some  discussion  we  arranged  for  the  Civic  Association  of  Morris 
Cove  and  the  Parent  and  Teachers'  Association  to  hold  their 
meetings  in  the  building,  and  we  purchased  fifty  folding  seats 
for  their  use. 

The  Parent  and  Teachers'  Association  finally  decided  that  they 
could  be  better  accommodated  elsewhere,  but  the  Civic  Associa- 
tion held  several  meetings  in  the  house  during  the  winter  and 
seemed  well  pleased  with  the  arrangement.  The  dining-room  was 
used  for  the  purpose. 

During  the  year  the  kitchen  was  painted  throughout  and  a  new 
oil-cloth  provided.  A  bedroom  on  the  second  floor  used  for  Mrs. 
Hutchins'  companion,  was  painted  and  papered  and  a  decrepit 
couch  in  Mrs.  Hutchins'  room  was  rescued  from  its  painful  condi- 
tion. The  work  on  the  last  two  items  was  done  by  Karl,  our 
general  utility  man,  in  his  spare  time.  Karl  also  fitted  a  handrail 
to  the  rear  stairway,  and  made  a  gutter  for  the  carriage-house. 

Mrs.  Harwood,  herself  a  descendant  of  the  Morris  family,  had 
a  copy  of  the  Morris  coat-of-arms  done  for  us  in  color  and 
properly  framed.     It  is  a  very  satisfactory  gift. 

Mrs.  Henry  F.  English  presented  us  with  a  colored  print  called 
the  Age  of  Woman. 

Many  of  our  artistic  postcards  have  been  sold  during  the  season, 
and  597  visitors  inspected  the  house  and  signed  the  Register. 

The  only  work  of  large  importance  undertaken  during  the  year 
was  a  sidewalk  the  entire  length  of  the  Lighthouse  Road,  a  distance 
of  over  275  feet. 
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We  were  given  to  understand  that  the  road  was  to  be  paved, 
and  as  that  meant  a  curb  to  the  property  anyway,  after  discussion 
it  was  thought  best  to  lay  the  walk  and  the  curb  together. 

Your  committee  studied  the  situation  very  carefully,  for  we 
were  faced  with  the  problem  of  fitting  a  modern  sidewalk  to  an 
old  house  in  such  a  way  that  to  the  casual  observer  they  would 
seem  to  have  been  built  in  the  same  period.  We  decided  finally 
to  build  a  six  foot  cement  walk,  and  an  eight  inch  retaining  wall 
to  hold  back  the  terrace,  using  a  little  lamp-black  in  the  cement 
to  bring  it  nearer  to  an  ancient  hue.  While  the  cement  was  liquid 
small  pebbles  were  scattered  freely  over  its  surface  and  then 
pressed  into  place  with  a  board.  The  result  we  consider  on  the 
whole  very  good  and  is  as  near  to  an  old-fashioned  gravel  walk 
as  the  law  would  allow  us  to  approach.  As  nearly  every  visitor 
stops  at  this  Lighthouse  Road  entrance,  we  thought  it  best  to  make 
it  as  attractive  as  possible. 

Our  plan  called  for  four  large  ancient  stone  steps.  After  some 
search  Prof.  Williams  discovered  a  set  in  the  cellar  of  the  old 
Wayland  house,  and  on  application  to  the  Security  Insurance  Co. 
he  obtained  permission  to  take  such  as  were  wanted,  and,  more- 
over, the  Company  very  kindly  made  us  a  gift  of  them.  These 
steps,  which  were  very  heavy,  were  put  in  place,  the  terrace 
smoothed  and  rounded  and  the  hedge  reset,  and  we  then  had  an 
entrance  to  the  old  house  which  is  not  only  attractive  in  itself  but 
harmonizes  with  it  quite  satisfactorily.

Xtbrartan's  IReport 

The  library  has  added  largely  to  its  material  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  additions,  numbering  over  two  hundred,  were  of  a 
varied  nature. 

They  included  beside  books  and  periodicals,  old  sermons  both 
printed  and  in  manuscript,  and  deeds,  letters  and  pamphlets  of 
historic  interest. 

Among  the  books,  we  may  mention :  the  very  comprehensive 
work  on  "Colonial  Lighting"  by  Arthur  Hayward,  "Old  Houses 
of  Connecticut"  recently  published  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Colonial  Dames,  which  is  valuable  not  only  as  giving  a  wealth  of 
architectural  information  concerning  the  "old  houses,"  but  also 
of  the  history  connected  with  them ;  and  Mrs.  Emily  Vanderpoel's 
"Chronicles  of  a  Pioneer  School."  These  chronicles  relate  to 
Miss  Sarah  Pierce's  school  at  Litchfield,  Connecticut,  1792- 1833, 
and  give  a  very  entertaining  picture  of  the  school-girls  of  those 
days,  often  by  quotations  from  their  own  letters  and  diaries.  It 
is  illustrated  by  many  plates,  some  of  them  reproductions  of  old 
portraits,  and  altogether  has  considerable  genealogical  interest. 

On  sorting  over  the  mass  of  old  papers  and  manuscripts  given 
by  Gov.  Baldwin  and  others,  a  quantity  of  interesting  material 
was  discovered  that  had  long  lain  unappreciated  on  the  library 
shelves.  There  were  letters  from  Aaron  Burr  to  Pierpont 
Edwards,  a  Thanksgiving  Proclamation  of  Gov.  Jonathan  Trum- 
bull, and  a  number  of  old  broadsides,  some  very  quaintly  worded. 
Several  of  these  have  been  put  up  on  screens  provided  for  that 
purpose  in  the  Middle  Room. 

Mr.  Jacobus  has  completed  his  work  on  the  Pardee  genealogy 
down  to  1800,  and  we  have  received  from  Walter  Stone  Pardee, 
copies  of  the  prints  that  have  been  prepared  showing  old  docu- 
ments and  various  places  connected  with  the  Pardee  family. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  of  the  courtesy 
of  the  many  historical  societies  which  have  sent  us  their  valuable 
publications  often  containing  local  history  not  otherwise  avail- 
able. We  also  extend  cordial  thanks  to  those  friends  who  have 
recalled  the  needs  of  our  library  and  contributed  to  them,  and 
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to  the  Yale  University  Library,  which  has  given  us  much  material 
to  make  our  records  more  complete  and  add  to  the  interest  of 
our  collection.

Constitution 

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.     Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  knov^^n  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  nev^spapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other 
pictorial  representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curi- 
osities and  antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with 
or  may  illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within 
the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony ;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as 
now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons ;  to  encourage 
historical  and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate 
historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen : 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee ;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
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Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper 
use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 


Bi?:*laws 


I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member 
from  the  date  of  such  payment ;  and  the  term  of  all  annual 
memberships  shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after 
subscriptions  are  paid.  Notice  of  the  annual  fee  shall  he  sent  by 
the  Society  to  every  annual  member  at  least  one  month  before  the 
time  for  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  membership.  If  said  fee 
is  not  paid  within  two  months,  the  Society  shall  send  a  second 
notice  to  such  member  calling  attention  to  this  by-law  and  enclos- 
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ing  a  bill,  and  if  the  fee  remains  unpaid  thirty  days  after  the  mail- 
ing of  such  second  notice,  the  name  of  the  member  in  default  may 
be  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  Society  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  Such  member  niay  be  re-instated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  upon  showing  satisfactory  reason  for  the  omission 
and  paying  the  amount  in  arrears.  {Amendment  adopted  iSth 
December,  ig22.) 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors ;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perfonn  the 
duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society ;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;    and  shall. 
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at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  cata- 
logue all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles 
deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society ;  and  shall,  before  every 
annual  meeting,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition 
of  the  library  and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures ;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XI.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts. 
They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,   its  use  and  the 
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arrangements  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members, 
who  shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVI.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society. 

XVII.  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify ;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows : 
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1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting, 

2.  Report  of  donations. 

3.  Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Written  communications  or  lectures. 

6.  Verbal  communications. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 


XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  tl 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  ai 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  prop 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  be< 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 
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IPreeibent's  Hb^reee 

(At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  November  24,  1924.) 


The  duty  imposed  upon  the  President  by  the  by-laws  of  this 
ancient  society,  upon  the  occasion  of  its  annual  meeting,  while  an 
extremely  agreeable  task,  is  yet  one  that  I  approach  with  real  diffi- 
dence, hardly  six  months  having  elapsed  since  the  retirement  of 
my  distinguished  predecessor. 

A  heritage  of  perplexing  problems  handed  down  to  me  by  Pro- 
fessor Johnson  include  many  of  extreme  importance  to  which, 
you  will  remember,  he  frequently  drew  your  attention.  Fore- 
most among  them  was  the  matter  of  recruiting  our  membership. 
Last  year,  you  will  recall,  at  his  suggestion  the  directors  author- 
ized a  drive  for  new  members.  A  capable  committee  was  named 
to  devise  ways  and  means  of  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
society  and  an  exhaustive  card  index  of  eligibles  in  New  Haven 
was  prepared  with  great  care,  while  the  President  himself  drafted 
an  opinion  setting  forth  what  he  considered  to  be  the  place  of 
such  a  society  in  the  community. 

The  intensive  drive  for  1000  members  however  brought  but 
48  new  applications,  and  led  him  to  feel  that  the  society  could  not 
make  the  appeal  in  our  community  that  we  all  confidently 
expected.  Our  present  membership  is  composed  chiefly  of  those 
past  middle  life.  It  is  apparent  that  an  immediate  appeal  to  the 
young  members  of  the  community  must  be  urgently  made  to 
enroll,  if  the  fine  traditions  of  this  venerable  organization  be  prop- 
erly maintained.  It  is  inconceivable  that  we  of  the  present 
generation,  who  fondly  love  the  ideals  and  traditions  of  our  prede- 
cessors in  the  society,  will  refuse  to  bear  the  solemn  obligations 
and  responsibilities  which  devolve  upon  us  as  a  sacred  heritage. 
With  the  approval  of  the  directors,  another  intensive  appeal  will 
be  made  during  the  coming  month  and  with  the  generous  and 
militant  co-operation  of  every  active  member,  I  sincerely  trust 
that  our  modest  objective  will  be  reached. 

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  have  enregistered  in  our 
archives  the  loss  by  death  during  the  year  of  nine  prominent 
residents  of  New  Plaven,  all  of  whom  for  years  have  been  enrolled 
upon  our  roster. 


These  include  Eli  Whitney,  first  Vice-President  of  the  society, 
Mrs.  Timothy  Bishop,  Thomas  Hooker,  Edwin  S.  Wheeler, 
Roger  Sherman  White,  Frederick  B.  Bunnell,  Frederick  D.  Grave, 
Mrs.  Pierce  N.  Welch,  and  Albert  Zunder,  all  long  identified  with 
the  intimate  social  life  and  progress  of  New  Haven  by  birth  and 
family  tradition. 

Would  that  I,  although  all  unworthy,  might  tonight  be  privi- 
leged to  pay  adequate  and  reverent  tribute  to  their  memory. 

The  activities  of  the  society  are  constantly  impaired  and  embar- 
rassed by  the  lack  of  a  lively  endowment. 

The  generosity  of  Professor  Theodore  S.  Woolsey  in  offering 
to  be  one  of  twenty  donors  to  an  endowment  fund,  each  to  con- 
tribute $500.00,  was  indeed  energizing  and  encouraging,  but  no 
more  than  seven  members  have  yet  responded  to  his  offer,  and 
unless  renewed  interest  and  co-operation  is  speedily  forthcoming, 
this  much  needed  fund  may  not  be  available,  and  unless  this  be 
forthcoming  our  increasing  costs  of  maintenance  will  still  further 
curtail  our  activities. 

Since  our  last  meeting  another  very  serious  situation  has  been 
created  as  a  result  of  the  recent  survey  of  the  City  Fire  Marshal. 
In  order  to  conform  with  the  revised  City  ordinances  relating 
to  fire  protection,  he  has  recommended  a  number  of  radical 
changes  and  additions  to  our  building,  which  have  been  approved 
and  endorsed  by  the  City  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  which 
will,  if  put  into  effect,  entail  a  large  outlay.  But  for  the  success- 
ful efforts  of  your  president  in  securing  a  temporary  continuance 
of  the  peremptory  order  of  the  Board,  the  situation  would  be 
extremely  embarrassing. 

With  your  permission  I  will  read  at  this  point  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal's report  to  the  Board  of  Examiners.

Board  of  Examiners,  Nezv  Haven,  Conn. 

Gentlemen  : — On  February  26th  I  inspected  Assembly  Hall  of 
the  New  Haven  Historical  Society  located  at  144  Grove  Street. 

The  building  in  question  is  a  three  story  brick  structure. 

Hall  of  Assembly  is  located  on  the  second  floor  and  has  a  seat- 
ing capacity  of  317  persons. 
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Door  of  entrance  at  street  complies  with  building  code  relative 
to  width.  Said  door  opens  inwardly.  In  this  connection  I  would 
recommend  this  door  be  changed  to  open  outwardly  and  provide 
panic  bolt  on  standing  leaf  of  said  door.  This  door  leads  to  inner 
door  which  opens  inwardly.  I  would  recommend  this  door  be 
changed  to  open  outwardly  and  provide  panic  bolt  on  standing 
leaf  of  said  door  or  said  door  be  changed  to  double  action  door. 
This  door  leads  to  stairs  to  doors  of  hall  proper.  In  this  connec- 
tion I  would  recommend  that  doors  right  and  left  of  center  door 
be  provided  with  panic  bolts  and  also  provide  panic  bolt  on  stand- 
ing leaf  of  center  door  and  also  provide  box  exit  light  over  same. 

Stairway  on  the  east  side  of  building  which  would  be  used  as 
emergency  exit  is  not  adequate  for  the  purpose.  In  this  connec- 
tion I  would  recommend  a  five  foot  exit  door  be  provided  in  the 
south  east  corner  of  hall,  said  exit  door  to  be  provided  with  panic 
bolt  and  exit  light  and  lead  out  to  balcony  six  feet  wide  and  the 
stairs  leading  down  from  same  to  be  four  feet  wide.  Said  bal- 
cony and  stairs  to  be  protected  from  the  weather  by  roof  over 
same. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  one  additional  fire  extinguisher 
be  provided  for  hall. 

Heating  plant  is  steam  located  in  cellar  under  hall  and  is 
reasonably  safe. 

This  hall  of  public  assembly  with  the  changes  as  outlined,  com- 
pleted and  approved  would  be  reasonably  safe.

A  committee  of  your  directors  has  now  under  consideration  a 
possible  solution  of  this  very  unexpected  and  drastic  demand, 
which  if  enforced  might  prove  a  serious  drain  on  our  resources. 

And  now  let  me  turn  your  thoughts  to  objects  of  a  more  agree- 
able nature.  I  know  you  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  more  than 
twice  the  number  of  visitors  from  the  city  and  without  the  state 
have  been  enrolled  upon  our  register  than  an  examination  of  last 
year  discloses,  and  that  only  the  most  complimentary  comment 
has  been  received  from  those  who  have  had  occasion  to  frequent 
our  library  and  building. 
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The  care  of  the  collection  has  been  a  cause  for  concern,  but 
with  the  advent  of  our  present  acting"  curator  and  librarian,  cases 
have  been  cleaned  and  completely  re-arrang"ed  and  uninteresting 
and  comparatively  insignificant  articles  replaced  by  really  valu- 
able curios  and  exhibitions.  The  library  has  been  intelligently 
and  competently  cared  for  and  many  excellent  innovations  sug- 
gested and  carried  out.  New  labels  have  been  printed  and  photo- 
graphs made  of  the  more  pretentious  and  valuable  exhibits,  and 
our  catalogue  modernized.  In  this  connection  I  feel  that  I  would 
be  indefensibly  remiss  did  I  not  express  my  warm  appreciation  of 
the  work  done  by  Miss  Ethel  Scofield,  our  actins^  curator  and 
librarian,  whose  tact,  intelligence  and  wide  experience  in  genea- 
logical research  has  proved  most  valuable  to  those  who  have 
occasion  to  visit  our  building. 

This  society  was  represented  by  your  president  at  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  First  Continental  Congress 
of  America  assembled  in  Carpenter's  Hall  in  Philadelphia  in 
September  1774,  and  I  deem  this  pretentious  celebration  worthy 
of  mention  in  my  report.  The  first  session  of  the  First  Conti- 
nental Congress  was  portrayed  in  the  original  hall  of  the  Carpen- 
ter's Company  by  members  of  the  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Free  Masonry,  Philadelphia,  Roger  Sherman  of  Connecticut 
being  impersonated  by  Professor  Theodore  Druner.  In  the 
evening  after  the  re-enactment  of  the  assembly  of  the  delegates  to 
the  Continental  Congress  and  a  brilliant  military  parade,  a  dis- 
tinguished gathering  was  held  in  the  Academy  of  IMusic  at  which 
President  Coolidge  delivered  the  commemorative  address.  Inas- 
much as  the  act  planning  the  American  Union,  now  the  United 
States  of  America,  took  place  during  this  session  of  the  First 
Continental  Congress  held  in  Carpenter's  Hall  at  which  a  most 
distinguished  citizen  of  our  colony  was  actively  present,  it  seemed 
quite  fitting  that  I  should  at  this  time  bring  back  to  the  members 
of  the  society  a  report  of  my  attendance  there  as  their  representa- 
tive, both  at  the  ceremonies  in  Philadelphia  and  those  on  the  fol- 
lowing day  at  Valley  Forge,  where  representatives  of  the  thirteen 
original  colonies  were  assembled  with  detachments  from  all  the 
colonial  military  units  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

Continued  progress  is  being  made  in  compiling  the  genealogical 
record  of  the  family  of  the  late  William  S.  Pardee.     You  will

recall  that  two  funds  were  provided  for  under  the  will,  one  to 
prepare  the  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  the  first  George 
Pardee,  the  other  to  ascertain  and  record  the  history  of  his 
ancestry  in  England.  The  first  provision  has  practically  been 
complied  with  through  the  very  successful  co-operation  of  Mr. 
Donald  Lines  Jacobus,  but  the  completion  of  the  record  of  the 
American  Pardees  demands  a  much  longer  time  and  additional 
funds  other  than  those  provided  by  Mr.  Pardee.  Work  is  still 
being  done,  however,  with  the  co-operation  of  members  of  the 
Pardee  family,  notably  William  Stone  Pardee  of  Chicago,  and 
with  the  aid  of  interested  members  of  the  Pardee  family  the 
record  will  be  completed,  especially  if  the  services  of  Mr.  Jacobus 
be  retained  for  this  purpose.

REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE. 

Mrs.  Hutchins,  who  has  continued  very  acceptably  as  Custo- 
dian of  the  House  since  the  death  of  Mrs.  Crabbe  in  February, 
1923,  reports  the  number  of  visitors  shown  over  the  place  as  505 
during  the  present  season.  No  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
property  except  the  installation  of  a  small  automatic  pump  which 
keeps  the  cellar  clear  of  water  seeping  in  from  the  adjoining 
ground,  an  inconvenience  arising  from  surface  springs  in  the 
neighborhood  from  which  the  House  has  suffered  since  it  was 
built.  It  is  probable  that  the  House  is  dryer  now  than  at  any 
time  in  its  long  history.  The  completion  of  a  new  pavement  on 
Lighthouse  Road  and  the  development  of  the  City  Park  on  the 
Point  allow  easier  access  to  the  House  and  afford  some  expecta- 
tion of  more  visitors  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Pardee's  desire  to  have  the  House  used,  so  far  as  it  prop- 
erly could  be,  for  community  purposes  has  been  met  by  the  Com- 
mittee in  the  last  two  years  by  offering  the  parlors  as  a  place  of 
meeting  to  such  clubs  as  might  find  them  suitable  for  their  gath- 
erings. The  first  meeting  of  the  Morris  Cove  Civic  Society  was 
held  here  in  April,  1923,  and  continued  with  regularity  every 
month  until  May  of  this  year,  when  the  Society  was  discontinued 
owing  to  the  incorporation  of  the  section  in  the  municipahty  of 
New  Haven.  The  residents  on  the  east  side  of  the  harbor  no 
longer  need  to  consult  togetlier  for  their  common  welfare,  but 
having  the  privilege  shared  by  all  of  us  of  getting  what  they  can 
out  of  the  City  Hall  they  require  no  corporate  efforts  to  maintain 
or  improve  their  rights.  Another  local  group,  the  Parent- 
Teachers'  Society,  made  use  of  the  parlors  in  May  last  year  for 
an  entertainment  with  songs  and  dancing  for  the  children  besides 
the  usual  business  of  the  association.  They  asked,  however,  for 
a  place  to  cook  and  serve  refreshments,  and  as  the  House  has 
no  suitable  kitchen  for  large  entertainments  the  Society  found 
another  location  for  its  meetings  and  never  returned  to  accept  the 
hospitality  of  the  Morris  House.     The  chairs  which  were  pro- 
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vided  by  the  Committee  for  such  gatherings  now  remain  unused, 
though  there  is  still  opportunity  for  small  groups,  which  do  not 
demand  feasting  and  can  be  contained  in  the  wing  of  the  House 
that  is  warmed  in  winter,  to  assemble  here  if  they  desire.

IReport  of  tbe  Xtbrarian  an^  Curator 

It  has  been  said  that  a  man  cannot  serve  two  masters.  When 
one  accepts  the  responsibiHty  of  Librarian  and  Curator  of  an 
Historical  Society  one  therefore  contracts  to  achieve  the  impos- 
sible. The  result  is  an  interesting  dalliance  with  both  masters. 
When  engaged  in  bestowing  loving  care  upon  the  furniture  one  is 
apt  to  refer  to  the  library  as  "those  tiresome  books."  But  once 
become  lured  within  the  library  doors  and  the  books  become  all 
engrossing  and  all  else  is  forgotten. 

The  collection  has  received  a  good  half  of  the  attention  during 
my  incumbency.  Four  of  the  large  cases  have  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  re-arranged.  The  long  case  in  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  front  room  has  an  entirely  new  display.  W'hereas  it 
formerly  contained  a  heterogeneous  group  of  objects,  many  of 
them  entirely  unrelated  to  the  history  of  New  Haven,  it  now 
contains,  in  one  end,  local  Indian  relics,  and  in  the  other  domestic 
utensils  and  specimens  of  handwrought  iron. 

A  metal  filing  cabinet  added  to  our  equipment  ofifers  somewhat 
better  protection  to  our  valuable  documents  than  the  highboys 
where  they  were  formerly  kept.  More  cabinets  are  needed  as 
many  documents  are  still  kept  in  the  highboys. 

Photographs  have  been  taken  of  some  fifty  pieces  of  furniture. 
These  when  pasted  to  the  cards  in  the  card  catalogue  will  identify 
the  objects  perfectly  for  all  time,  so  that  no  matter  how  many 
labels  are  lost,  nor  how  many  new-comers  carry  on  after  us,  no 
question  can  arise  as  to  which  is  the  Governor  Treat  chair  or 
which  is  the  Edith  Day  chair. 

In  the  library  as  well,  much  of  the  work  has  been  of  a  house- 
keeping nature,  and  a  very  great  deal  yet  remains  to  be  done. 
The  duplicate  pamphlets  which  Miss  Carmalt  so  painstakingly 
sorted  out  have  been  placed  in  numbered  envelopes  with  a  list 
correspondingly  numbered  so  that  they  may  be  located  readily. 

The  collection  of  genealogies  has  been  checked  up  with  the 
catalogue  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  the  catalogue  as  well  as  to 
learn  if  the  collection  is  still  intact.  The  result  of  this  inventory 
was  most  gratifying.     Only  two  genealogies  have  not  been  located 
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and  the  librarian  has  a  strong  conviction  that  they  will  yet  come 
to  light.  An  outgrowth  of  this  process  was  the  annotating  of  our 
Library  of  Congress  Index — the  standard  bibliography  in  this 
field — thus  making  it  apparent  at  a  glance  how  many  of  the  books 
listed  are  available  in  our  library. 

Accessions  to  the  library  have  been  largely  by  gift.  True, 
we  have  fortified  ourselves  with  the  latest  edition  of  Webster's 
unabridged  and  the  current  city  directory.  Also  several  volumes 
of  an  important  bibliography,  "Writings  on  American  History," 
issued  yearly  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Historical 
Association.  This  work  is  so  invaluable  as  to  make  it  imperative 
that  we  have  a  complete  file.  Aside  from  this,  expenditure  has 
been  directed  toward  the  preservation  of  books.  Fifty  volumes 
have  visited  the  bindery  and  as  many  more  are  in  urgent  need. 
Most  of  these  were  numbers  of  our  current  periodicals  which 
had  remained  unbound  for  several  years,  thus  subjected  to  the 
grave  danger  of  loss  or  destruction. 

Foremost  among  our  gifts  is  the  collection  of  Americana  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Professor  Williston  Walker.  Two  hundred 
and  forty-five  bound  volumes  and  327  pamphlets  have  thus  been 
added  to  the  library.  These  consist  of  town  histories,  church 
manuals,  colonial  and  ecclesiastical  history,  and  biography. 
Quite  as  interesting  as  the  books  themselves  are  the  quaint  old 
letters  found  pasted  in  some  of  them.  They  are  mostly  from 
clergyman  to  clergyman,  relaying  the  parish  news  or  arguing  the 
ever  present  theological  problems.  One  letter  from  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Hopkins  to  a  colleague  is  dated  July  20th,  1758,  twelve 
days  after  the  battle  of  Ticonderoga.  and  gives  a  vivid  and  thrilling 
description  of  the  battle. 

Another  gift  of  value  is  a  manuscript  genealogy  of  one 
branch  of  the  Seeley  family  of  Fairfield  County,  compiled  by 
Rev.  Raymond  Hoyt  Seeley.  This  gift  comes  from  his  daughter. 
Mrs.  R.  R.  LaMonte  of  New  Canaan,  Conn. 

May  I  close  this  report  with  an  appeal?  For  a  definite  proce- 
dure whereby  the  papers  that  are  read  before  the  Society  may 
be  filed  in  the  library  and  become  a  part  of  our  archives.  It 
seems  so  wasteful  for  busy  people  to  spend  hours  or  days,  or 
perhaps  months  or  years,  collecting"  data  on  historical  subjects. 
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to  present  them  to  us  in  an  hour  or  so  and  then  to  depart  leaving 
us  with  only  our  uncertain  memories.  These  manuscripts  would 
prove  invaluable  to  us  for  reference  and  I  am  sure  that  future 
generations  would  rise  up  and  call  us  blessed.

Conetttution 

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.     Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other  pictorial 
representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curiosities  and 
antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with  or  may 
illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within  the 
ancient  New  Haven  Colony ;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as  now 
exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons;  to  encourage  histori- 
cal and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate  historical 
information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Ad\nsory  Committee  of  not 
less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen: 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  liave  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.     These  officers   shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
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Directors,  who  shall  have  charg^e  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper 
use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art,  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 


B^^-Xaws 


I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the 
endorsement  of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment 
of  the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member 
from  the  date  of  such  payment ;  and  the  term  of  all  annual 
memberships  shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after 
subscriptions  are  paid.  Notice  of  the  annual  fee  shall  be  sent  by 
the  Society  to  every  annual  member  at  least  one  month  before  the 
time  for  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  membership.     If  said  fee 
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is  not  paid  zvithin  two  months,  the  Society  shall  send  a  second 
notice  to  such  member  callins[  attention  to  this  by-law  and  enclos- 
ing a  bill,  and  if  the  fee  remains  unpaid  thirty  days  after  the  mail- 
ing of  such  second  notice,  the  name  of  the  member  in  default  may 
be  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  Society  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  Such  member  may  be  re-instated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  upon  showing  satisfactory  reason  for  the  omission 
and  paying  the  amount  in  arrears.  {Amendment  adopted  i8th 
December,  ip22.) 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of 
historic  investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
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'  may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society ;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  w^ith  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  efifected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  catalogue 
all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles  deposited  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every  annual  meeting, 
make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of  the  library 
and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XL  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts. 
They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of   the   building,   its   use  and   the 
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arrangements  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members, 
who  shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVI.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members, 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  membership 
of  the  Society. 

XVII.  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows : 
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Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

Report  of  donations. 

Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

Unfinished  business. 

Written  communications  or  lectures. 

Verbal  communications. 

Miscellaneous  business. 


XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 
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It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome  you  here  to-night  upon 
the  occasion  of  our  annual  meeting  with  renewed  assurances  of 
my  warm  appreciation  of  your  continued  co-operation  during  the 
year  in  successfully  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  ancient 
society. 

It  is  refreshing  to  report  that  the  number  of  visitors  to  Colonial 
Hall  has  been  during  the  present  year  constantly  increasing,  many 
of  the  latter  coming  from  the  undergraduate  body  of  the  Uni- 
versity. The  collection  has  never  been  so  attractively  and  intelli- 
gently arranged,  and  the  number  of  really  valuable  curios  and 
exhibits  of  historic  and  patriotic  interest  now  appropriately 
displayed,  is  impressive. 

Perhaps  the  most  pretentious  pilgrimage  to  our  quarters  during 
the  year  was  planned  as  a  part  of  the  ceremonies  incident  to  the 
150th  anniversary  of  the  Charter  Grant  of  the  Second  Company 
of  the  Governor's  Foot  Guard  by  the  Colonial  Assembly  in  1775, 
which  was  celebrated  on  May  i8th.  All  of  the  colonial  military 
organizations  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  with  a  single  exception, 
were  represented  at  this  patriotic  assemblage  and  the  officers  and 
members  were  invited  to  visit  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical 
Society  as  an  incident  of  the  program  of  entertainment  for  their 
stay  in  New  Haven. 

The  governors  of  Virginia  and  Connecticut  and  the  officers 
and  the  ladies  of  their  staffs,  with  distinguished  representatives 
from  the  visiting  military  units,  were  among  our  guests  on  this 
notable  occasion.  The  military  organizations  included  the  Ancient 
and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  of  Boston,  organized  in  1638, 
the  year  of  the  arrival  of  our  own  John  Davenport  and  Theophilus 
Eaton  in  New  Haven;  the  Newport  Artillery^  chartered  in  1668; 
the  Bristol  Train  of  Artillery  of  Rhode  Island ;  the  Amoskeag 
Veterans  of  Manchester,  New  Hampshire ;  the  Veteran  Coqos  of 
Artillery  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Colonel  Charles  Eliot  Warren, 
the  great  grand  nephew  of  Roger  Sherman,  in  command ;  the  Old 
Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York  ;  the  City  Troop  of  Philadelphia ; 
the  Essex  Troop  of  Newark,  New  Jersey ;   the  Washington  Greys 


of  Washinj^on ;  the  Washino^on  Light  Artillery  of  Charleston, 
South  Carolina ;  the  First  Company  of  Governor's  Foot  Guard  of 
Hartford ;  the  Farnam  Continentals  of  Rhode  Island ;  the  Rich- 
mond Light  Infantry  Blues  Battalion  of  Richmond,  Virginia ; 
the  Worcester  Continentals  of  Massachusetts  ;  the  Gate  City  Guard 
of  Atlanta,  Georgia ;  the  State  Fencibles  Battalion  of  Philadelphia  ; 
the  Boston  Fusileers  of  Boston  and  the  Putnam  Phalanx  of 
Hartford. 

These  were  all  numbered  among  our  visitors,  and  as  an  especially 
large  number  traced  their  colonial  ancestry  through  Connecticut 
forebears,  their  visit  to  Colonial  Hall  proved  one  of  the  most 
attractive  events  of  their  stay  in  New  Haven. 

That  an  apparently  apathetic  citizenry  of  our  own  New  Haven 
can  he  enthused  and  energized  when  properly  approached  is  evi- 
denced by  our  meeting  of  a  fortnight  ago  addressed  by  Judge 
Atwood,  when  over  five  hundred  persons  attended  our  joint  gather- 
ing with  the  Mary  Clap  W'ooster  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution.  I  think  we  can  all  agree  that  our 
visitors  enjoyed  a  delightful  meeting,  demonstrating  that  New 
Haven  can  appreciate  the  place  our  societ}'  occupies  in  our 
community. 

This  brings  me  to  the  most  important  duty  confronting  your 
officers  for  the  coming  year — that  of  recruiting  mem])ership.  As 
you  well  know,  our  present  membership  is  composed  chiefly  of 
representatives  of  our  older  New  Haven  families,  who  are  mostly 
past  middle  life.  It  is  and  has  been  for  some  years  past  quite 
obvious  that  an  immediate  appeal  to  the  younger  members  of  our 
community  must  be  urgently  made  to  enroll,  if  we  hope  to  main- 
tain the  traditions  of  the  Colonial  Historical  Society.  I  for  one 
can  not  believe  that  the  younger  generation,  who  surely  must  love 
and  respect  the  ideals  and  traditions  of  our  predecessors  in  the 
society,  will  refuse  to  take  up  the  obligations  and  responsibilities 
which  devolve  upon  us  all  as  a  sacred  heritage,  but  they  must  be 
cordially  and  hospitably  invited  to  join  with  us,  and  the  advantages 
and  privileges  of  membership  portrayed  as  solemn  obligations  of 
citizenship  in  our  commonwealth. 

The  active  and  militant  co-operation  of  every  member  is  indis- 
pensable if  we  hope  to  reach  our  modest  objective. 
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May  I  be  permitted  to  add  one  word  with  reference  to  our 
library,  which  is  so  intelligently  and  competently  cared  for  by 
our  librarian  Miss  Ethel  Lord  Scofield,  whose  unusual  experience 
in  genealogical  research  so  exceptionally  qualifies  her  for  this 
important  work?  We  of  the  society  are  extremely  fortunate  to 
retain  the  services  of  Miss  Scofield,  to  whose  faithful,  indefatigable 
and  1o}'b1  efforts  may  be  accredited  the  success  that  the  conduct 
of  the  library  so  justly  merits. 

I  am  sure  that  it  will  be  a  matter  of  regret  to  many  members 
of  the  society  to  learn  that  your  directors  are  contemplating  the 
sale  of  the  society  building  to  the  trustees  of  the  Sheffield  Scientific 
School.  It  is  well  known  that  the  only  plot  remaining  in  the  block 
bounded  by  Temple,  Wall,  College  and  Grove  Streets  not  yet 
acquired  by  the  University  is  that  on  which  this  building  stands. 
Negotiations  for  its  purchase  are  now  pending,  and  I  think  it 
likely  that  the  society  will  erect  a  new  building  to  replace  Colonial 
Hall.  If  this  eventuates,  the  new  structure  will  be  known  as  the 
English  Memorial  and  the  building  committee,  upon  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  has  been  named  to  consider  the 
negotiations  for  the  sale  of  the  building  and  to  authorize  qualified 
architects  to  submit  the  proposed  sketches  for  the  erection  of  the 
new  structure. 

The  personnel  of  the  committee  is  as  follows :  Henry  F.  English, 
George  J.  Bassett,  Leonard  M.  Daggett,  Theodore  S.  Woolsey, 
and  the  president. 

Although  it  is  obvious  that  the  discussion  at  this  time  of  the 
proposal  of  the  University  and  the  contemplated  attitude  of  the 
building  committee  would  be  premature  and  ofifend  every  propriety, 
I  think  I  may  leave  this  subject  by  adding  that  the  report  as  to  the 
acquisition  of  new  quarters  may  be  termed  one  of  progress. 

The  compilation  of  the  genealogical  records  of  the  family  of 
the  late  William  S.  Pardee  is  substantially  completed.  You  may 
remember  that  two  funds  were  provided  for  under  the  will,  one 
to  prepare  the  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  the  first  George 
Pardee,  the  other  to  ascertain  and  record  the  history  of  his  ancestry 
in  England. 

The  first  provision  has  now  been  practically  complied  with 
through  the  very  helpful  and  co-operative  efforts  of  Mr.  Donald

Lines  Jacobus,  the  well  known  j^enealogist,  but  the  completion  of 
the  record  of  the  American  Pardees  demands  a  much  longer  time 
and  additional  funds  other  than  those  provided  for  by  Mr.  Pardee. 
Work  is  still  progressing  however  with  the  co-operation  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Pardee  family  and  with  this  additional  aid  it  is  hoped 
the  record  will  be  completed. 

The  society  is  still  desperately  in  need  of  a  lively  endowment 
and  its  activities  will  be  constantly  impaired  and  embarrassed  until 
some  definite  fund  has  been  established.  While  the  remainder 
interest  in  pending  life  estates  may  eventually  form  a  generous 
nucleus,  its  immediate  need  is  imperative  in  view  of  our  ever 
increasing  costs  of  maintenance. 

It  is  with  sincere  sorrow  and  regret  that  I  announce  the  loss 
during  the  year  of  eight  prominent  residents  of  New  Haven  for 
many  years  enrolled  as  active  members  upon  our  roster.  These 
honored  and  dear  friends  have  passed  on,  but  not  without  our 
profound  and  sincere  regret.  As  we  grow  older  we  grow  more 
thoughtful  of  the  pursuit  of  the  higher  things  in  life.  We  realize 
more  clearly  and  appreciate  more  deeply  the  kindnesses  which 
have  been  shown  us,  and  the  example  set  for  us  by  our  elders. 
We  understand  better  than  the  people  of  younger  years  do  that 
in  every  department  of  human  activity,  of  more  importance  than 
the  gathering  of  riches,  the  building  of  fortunes,  is  the  building 
of  character,  the  gathering  of  friendships,  and  so  we  miss  these 
friends  so  long  identified  with  the  intimate  social  life  and  progress 
of  New  Haven.

REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE. 

An  improvement  of  some  importance  in  the  Old  Morris  House 
was  carried  out  in  the  spring  of  1925  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  J.  F.  Kelly,  an  architect  whose  studies  and  experience  in  old 
New  England  houses  entitles  him  to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the 
foremost  experts  among  members  of  the  profession  in  America 
in  this  subject.  By  replacing  an  old  partition  between  the  two 
rooms  on  the  south  side  of  the  main  building,  which  the  Donor 
had  removed,  this  portion  of  the  ground  floor  was  restored  to  its 
original  condition  and  an  ugly  modern  beam  supporting  the  ceil- 
ing in  the  middle  concealed  in  the  woodwork.  Careful  study  of 
the  existing  panels  and  wainscoating  enabled  the  architect  to 
restore  the  two  rooms  almost  exactly  as  they  were  when  first  built. 
A  pine  corner  cupboard  loaned  by  the  Mary  Clap  Wooster  Chap- 
ter of  the  D.  A.  R.,  and  long  in  the  Historical  Society  Museum, 
was  fitted  into  a  corner  of  the  partition,  where  marks  on  the  floor 
and  ceiling  showed  evidences  of  a  cupboard  of  the  same  sort  in 
the  early  days  of  the  House,  and  furnished  with  a  china  dinner 
service  belonging  to  the  Chapter.  Other  loans  of  the  same  Chap- 
ter, mostly  of  eighteenth-century  parlor  and  dining-room  furni- 
ture, begin  the  furnishing  of  these  rooms,  which  will  be  increased 
as  further  articles  approved  by  the  Committee  are  contributed  by 
the  members.  In  this  manner  a  conspicuous  part  of  the  House, 
which  had  perforce  been  left  with  Mr.  Pardee's  incongruous 
domestic  fittings  and  modern  paintings,  has  been  made  to  resume 
its  eighteenth-century  aspect  in  conformity  with  the  other  rooms. 
The  Committee  are  glad  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  action 
of  the  Dames  of  the  Chapter  in  co-operation  with  the  Historical 
Society  by  lending  interesting  objects  appropriate  to  the  House. 

Other  parts  of  the  House  were  cleaned  or  renovated  where 
necessary  and  the  discarded  furniture  sold  or  given  away.  Addi- 
tions to  the  collection  consist  of  two  arrow-back  liall  chairs 
formerly  owned  by  members  of  the  Morris  family  and  used  in 
this  house;  one  old  lantern;  one  tin  sconce;  a  pair  of  andirons; 
a  wooden  trencher  and  saucer;    a  hooked  rug  and  a  child's  arm 
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chair  from  Litchfield  county,  used  a  hundred  years  ago  for  coast- 
ing on  gentle  slopes  before  the  highways  had  added  their  terrors 
to  human  life.  The  wooden  trellis  for  rose  vines  on  the  east 
line  of  the  property  has  been  extended  to  the  front  street,  forming 
both  a  protection  to  this  side  of  the  premises  and  a  promise  of 
great  beauty  when  the  flowers  are  in  bloom.  The  temporary 
Honor-Roll  erected  on  the  lot  in  191 8,  commemorating  those  who 
served  in  the  World  \\'ar,  has  been  removed  by  the  Town  and 
replaced  by  a  monument  at  the  entrance  of  Lighthouse  Park. 
About  one  hundred  members  and  guests  attended  the  customary 
summer  reception  on  June  9th;  three  days  later  the  House  was 
lent  to  the  Mary  Clap  Wooster  Chapter  of  the  Dames  of  the 
American  Revolution,  who  entertained  a  group  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  ladies  in  the  afternoon.  On  October  3d  members  of  the 
C.  A.  R.  Society  (Amos  Morris  Branch)  celebrated  their  twenty- 
seventh  anniversary  by  holding  a  picnic  at  the  House,  when  about 
fifty  children  were  present.  The  chairs  bought  some  years  ago 
by  the  Committee  for  the  Civic  Society's  meetings  have  been 
loaned  on  several  occasions  for  social  parties  and  to  the  new 
Community  House  for  entertainments,  etc.  In  this  and  other 
ways  the  Morris  House  endeavors  to  carrv'  out  the  desire  of  the 
Donor  to  render  the  House  and  its  belongings  useful  to  the  people 
of  the  community  in  which  it  stands.  From  all  reports  these 
amenities  seem  to  be  recognized  and  appreciated.  The  total  count 
of  visitors  to  the  House  during  the  past  year  was  604,  a  larger 
number  than  the  previous  season.  With  the  further  development 
of  the  newly  opened  Lighthouse  Park  a  much  larger  stream  of 
tourists  passing  the  House  on  their  way  to  one  of  the  most  attrac- 
tive recreation  places  in  the  State  will  naturally  be  induced  by  its 
reputation  and  by  their  own  curiosity  to  visit  the  House  and  its 
collections.  The  Committee  cordially  record  their  recognition  of 
the  services  of  the  Custodian,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Hutchins,  during  this  and 
the  previous  years  of  her  residence  there.  Without  her  loyal 
efforts  and  her  attachment  to  the  interests  of  the  Society's  property 
it  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  maintain  such  an  institution.

IReport  of  the  Xtbrarian  an^  Curator 

1925 

The  mills  of  the  gods  grind  slowly  but,  we  hope,  exceeding  well. 
At  all  events  much  water  has  gone  under  the  bridge  since 
November  last. 

Our  most  noteworthy  achievement  has  been  the  making  of  a 
type-written  copy  of  our  Accessions  Books  as  the  foundation  of  a 
complete,  exhaustive  and  elastic  catalogue  of  our  collection.  The 
three  volumes  number  in  all  some  800  pages  containing  7,400 
entries.  The  varying  handwritings  and  shades  of  ink  provide  a 
nice  problem  in  interpretation.  The  first  two  volumes  include 
books  and  pamphlets  as  well  as  relics,  and  while  this  added  con- 
siderably to  the  time  and  labor  involved,  it  seemed  desirable  to 
have  the  copy  follow  the  original  exactly.  The  copy  was  made 
on  sheets  of  paper  perforated  in  such  a  way  that  they  might  be 
cut  apart  and  sorted  according  to  various  classifications.  The 
sorting  is  in  its  infancy  and  the  identifying  of  each  and  every 
object  will  provide  amusement  for  the  curator  for  some  years  to 
come.  It  is  gratifying  to  know,  however,  that  at  some  time  in 
the  future,  when  confronted  with  the  question,  "Have  we  a  Con- 
necticut cent  of  1787?"  we  may  turn  to  the  section  on  coins  and 
learn  instantly  whether  we  have  such  a  coin,  who  gave  it  and 
where  it  is.  The  employment  of  Miss  Weed  to  do  the  work  of 
copying  was  made  possible  by  our  perpetual  benefactor  Mr. 
English  who  granted  the  use  of  the  Fowler  fund  for  this  purpose. 

Miss  Weed  was  able  to  play  a  double  role  by  taking  charge  of 
the  building  while  the  Librarian  attended  the  course  in  Library 
work  given  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  at  their  summer 
school  session. 

In  the  library  progress  has  been  marked  by  eflforts  directed 
toward  the  preservation  of  books  and  methods  of  facilitating  their 
use.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  a  young  man 
whose  natural  skill  enabled  him  to  acquire  readily  the  art  of 
repairing  books.  Upwards  of  fifty  liooks  have  responded  to  his 
ministrations  so  well  that  they  will  probably  not  have  to  be  rebound 
for  several  years. 
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Books  having  a  light  colored  binding,  most  notably  the  Vital 
Records  of  Massachusetts,  have  been  cleaned  and  covered  with 
a  coat  of  white  shellac.  This  sheds  dust  and  acts  as  a  preserva- 
tive as  well.     In  all  about  200  books  have  been  treated  in  this  way. 

Many  of  the  smaller  books  had  nothing  printed  on  the  back, 
so  in  order  to  determine  what  book  it  was  it  had  to  be  taken  from 
the  shelf  and  perhaps  the  title  page  consulted.  About  150  of 
such  books  have  been  lettered  on  the  back  with  white  ink  and 
covered  with  a  coat  of  shellac,  so  that  the  desired  book  can  be 
selected  at  a  glance.  Over  200  pamphlets  have  been  put  in 
pamphlet  binders  and  marked  so  that  they  can  be  identified  without 
being  taken  from  the  shelf.  Shelf-labels,  of  which  we  have 
hitherto  been  innocent,  have  also  contributed  largely  to  facility 
in  selecting  books  from  the  shelves. 

The  more  important  phase  of  Hbrary  work,  that  of  cataloguing, 
has  not  been  entirely  neglected,  although  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
in  the  future  more  concentrated  attention  may  be  given  to  the 
catalogue,  which  is  woefully  deficient.  Upwards  of  eight  hundred 
printed  cards  have  been  purchased  from  the  Library  of  Congress 
and  arranged  for  use  in  the  catalogue.  These  furnish  more 
detailed  information  about  the  books  which  they  represent  than 
could  possibly  be  gotten  on  a  typed  or  handwritten  card,  and  are 
secured  at  so  low  a  cost  as  to  be  a  great  time-saver  as  well. 

Heretofore  our  books  have  borne  no  distinguishing  mark  indi- 
cating their  exact  location  on  the  shelves.  The  catalogue  would 
state  that  a  given  book  was  on  shelf  154  in  Alcove  C.  As  each 
shelf  holds  fifty  or  more  books,  unless  one  were  familiar  with 
the  appearance  of  the  book,  the  entire  shelf  of  books  would  liave 
to  be  examined  to  secure  the  one  desired.  It  can  easily  be  seen 
that  each  book  should  have  an  identifying  mark  which  distinguishes 
it  from  every  other  book,  so  that  it  can  be  selected  from  the  shelf 
at  a  glance,  and  if  misplaced,  will  stand  out  from  among  its  fellows 
obviously  enough  to  attract  attention.  The  process  of  numbering 
the  genealogies  by  the  Cutter-Sanborn  numbering  system  has 
begun  and  if  our  plans  do  not  miscarry  will  progress  rapidly 
enough  to  be  of  very  great  use  in  a  few  months. 

Our  Treasurer  has  sent  out  an  S.  O.  S.  calling  for  retrenchment. 
I  urgently  beg  that  this  will  not  be  directed  toward  these  last- 
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named  activities.  I  am  not  equipped  by  nature  with  an  accurate 
eye  and  a  true  and  steady  hand.  My  efforts  at  labelling  books 
would  be  quite  disastrous.  For  the  modest  sum  of  $20  per  month 
this  important  work  may  go  on.  This  covers  an  hour  and  a 
half  at  noon  for  five  days  a  week  and  three  hours  on  Saturday 
afternoons. 

Some  of  last  year's  dreams  have  come  true.  Notably  the  fiUng 
cabinet  for  legal-sized  documents  which  now  graces  the  library. 
The  Jared  Ingersoll  papers  which  formerly  reposed  in  an  old 
trunk  in  the  gallery  have  been  transferred  to  the  metal  file,  not 
classified  and  arranged  as  one  might  wish,  but  assuredly  somewhat 
safer  than  before. 

The  case  of  dishes  near  the  Punderson  highboy  has  been  washed 
and  re-arranged.  A  card  system  of  book-keeping  for  recording 
the  payment  of  the  annual  subscriptions  has  been  instituted  and  is 
proving  most  successful.  Considering  the  incessant  interruptions 
to  which  I  am  subjected,  I  feel  that  perhaps  some  very  worth 
while  things  have  happened,  in  spite  of  those  lurking  ghosts  of 
the  things  planned  but  not  accomplished.

Constitution 

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.     Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other  pictorial 
representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curiosities  and 
antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with  or  may 
illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within  the 
ancient  New  Haven  Colony ;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as  now 
exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons ;  to  encourage  histori- 
cal and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate  historical 
information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of  not 
less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen: 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  H  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee ;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.     These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 


Society,  shall  provide  re.s;ulations  for  their  safety  and  proper 
use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  re.e^ular  meetin.c^s  of  the 
SocietA'. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society'  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenino^s 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  amonj^  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchang^ed  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 
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I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the 
endorsement  of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment 
of  the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member 
from  the  date  of  such  payment ;  and  the  term  of  all  annual 
memberships  shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after 
subscriptions  are  paid.  Notice  of  tlic  annual  fee  shall  he  sent  by 
the  Society  to  every  annual  member  at  least  one  month  before  the 
time  for  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  membership.     If  said  fee 
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is  not  paid  zvithin  hvo  months,  the  Society  shall  send  a  second 
notice  to  such  member  callins;  attention  to  this  by-lazv  and  enclos- 
ing a  bill,  and  if  the  fee  remains  unpaid  thirty  days  after  the  mail- 
ing of  such  second  notice,  the  name  of  the  member  in  default  may 
he  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  Society  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  Such  member  may  be  re-instated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  upon  shozving  satisfactory  reason  for  the  omission 
and  paying  the  amount  in  arrears.  (Amendment  adopted  i8th 
December,  ip22.) 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of 
historic  investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  Hmit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
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may  be  contracted,  al!  accounts  against  the  Society ;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meetin^^  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
beini^  presented  by  the' Treasurer  at  the  annual  meetinj^. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  relialile  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  efifected  as  aforesaid. 

Vn.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Liljrarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  su]:)ervision,  arrange,  protect  and  catalogue 
all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  "other  articles  deposited  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Society ;  and  shall,  before  every  annual  meeting, 
make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of  the  library 
and  collections. 

Vm.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures ;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XI.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts. 
They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
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shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangements  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members, 
who  shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVL  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members, 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  membership 
of  the  Society. 

XVIL  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIIL  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify ;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 
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XXI.     The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows  : 

I.     Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 


Report  of  donations. 

Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

Unfinished  business. 

Written  communications  or  lectures. 

Verbal  communications. 

Miscellaneous  business. 
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XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society',  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 
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It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome  you  here  to-night  upon 
the  occasion  of  our  annual  meeting  with  renewed  assurances  of 
my  warm  appreciation  of  your  continued  co-operation  during  the 
year  in  successfully  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  ancient 
society. 

It  is  refreshing  to  report  that  the  number  of  visitors  to  Colonial 
Hall  has  been  during  the  present  year  constantly  increasing,  many 
of  the  latter  coming  from  the  undergraduate  body  of  the  Uni- 
versity. The  collection  has  never  been  so  attractively  and  intelli- 
gently arranged,  and  the  number  of  really  valuable  curios  and 
exhibits  of  historic  and  patriotic  interest  now  appropriately 
displayed,  is  impressive. 

Perhaps  the  most  pretentious  pilgrimage  to  our  quarters  during 
the  year  was  planned  as  a  part  of  the  ceremonies  incident  to  the 
150th  anniversary  of  the  Charter  Grant  of  the  Second  Company 
of  the  Governor's  Foot  Guard  by  the  Colonial  Assembly  in  1775, 
which  was  celebrated  on  May  i8th.  All  of  the  colonial  military 
organizations  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  with  a  single  exception, 
were  represented  at  this  patriotic  assemblage  and  the  officers  and 
members  were  invited  to  visit  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical 
Society  as  an  incident  of  the  program  of  entertainment  for  their 
stay  in  New  Haven. 

The  governors  of  Virginia  and  Connecticut  and  the  officers 
and  the  ladies  of  their  staffs,  with  distinguished  representatives 
from  the  visiting  military  units,  were  among  our  guests  on  this 
notable  occasion.  The  military  organizations  included  the  Ancient 
and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  of  Boston,  organized  in  1638, 
the  year  of  the  arrival  of  our  own  John  Davenport  and  Theophilus 
Eaton  in  New  Haven;  the  Newport  Artiller>%  chartered  in  1668; 
the  Bristol  Train  of  Artillery  of  Rhode  Island ;  the  Amoskeag 
Veterans  of  Manchester,  New  Hampshire ;  the  Veteran  Corps  of 
Artillery  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Colonel  Charles  Eliot  Warren, 
the  great  grand  nephew  of  Roger  Sherman,  in  command ;  the  Old 
Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York  ;  the  City  Troop  of  Philadelphia ; 
the  Essex  Troop  of  Newark,  New  Jersey ;  the  Washington  Greys 


of  Washing^ton ;  the  Washington  Light  Artillery  of  Charleston, 
South  Carolina ;  the  First  Company  of  Governor's  Foot  Guard  of 
Hartford;  the  Farnam  Continentals  of  Rhode  Island;  the  Rich- 
mond Light  Infantry  Blues  Battalion  of  Richmond,  Virginia ; 
the  Worcester  Continentals  of  Massachusetts  ;  the  Gate  City  Guard 
of  Atlanta,  Georgia  ;  the  State  Fencibles  Battalion  of  Philadelphia  ; 
the  Boston  Fusileers  of  Boston  and  the  Putnam  Phalanx  of 
Hartford. 

These  were  all  numbered  among  our  visitors,  and  as  an  especially 
large  number  traced  their  colonial  ancestry  through  Connecticut 
forebears,  their  visit  to  Colonial  Hall  proved  one  of  the  most 
attractive  events  of  their  stay  in  New  Haven. 

rhat  an  apparently  apathetic  citizenry  of  our  own  New  Haven 
can  be  enthused  and  energized  when  properly  approached  is  evi- 
denced by  our  meeting  of  a  fortnight  ago  addressed  by  Judge 
Atwood,  when  over  five  hundred  persons  attended  our  joint  gather- 
ing with  the  Mary  Clap  Wooster  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution.  I  think  we  can  all  agree  that  our 
visitors  enjoyed  a  delightful  meeting,  demonstrating  that  New 
Haven  can  appreciate  the  place  our  societv^  occupies  in  our 
community. 

This  brings  me  to  the  most  important  duty  confronting  your 
officers  for  the  coming  year — that  of  recruiting  membership.  As 
you  well  know,  our  present  membership  is  composed  chiefly  of 
representatives  of  our  older  New  Haven  families,  who  are  mostly 
past  middle  life.  It  is  and  has  been  for  some  years  past  quite 
obvious  that  an  immediate  appeal  to  the  younger  members  of  our 
community  must  be  urgently  made  to  enroll,  if  we  hope  to  main- 
tain the  traditions  of  the  Colonial  Historical  Society.  I  for  one 
can  not  believe  that  the  younger  generation,  who  surely  must  love 
and  respect  the  ideals  and  traditions  of  our  predecessors  in  the 
society,  will  refuse  to  take  U])  the  obligations  and  responsibilities 
which  devolve  upon  us  all  as  a  sacred  heritage,  but  they  must  be 
cordially  and  hospitably  invited  to  join  with  us,  and  the  advantages 
and  privileges  of  membershi])  ])ortrayed  as  solemn  obligations  of 
citizenship  in  our  commonwealth. 

The  active  and  militant  co-operation  of  every  member  is  indis- 
pensable if  we  hope  to  reach  our  modest  objective. 
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May  I  be  permitted  to  add  one  word  with  reference  to  our 
library,  which  is  so  intelligently  and  competently  cared  for  by 
our  librarian  Miss  Ethel  Lord  Scofield,  whose  unusual  experience 
in  genealogical  research  so  exceptionally  qualifies  her  for  this 
important  work?  We  of  the  society  are  extremely  fortunate  to 
retain  the  services  of  Miss  Scofield,  to  whose  faithful,  indefatigable 
and  lo}-al  efiforts  may  be  accredited  the  success  that  the  conduct 
of  the  library  so  justly  merits. 

I  am  sure  that  it  will  be  a  matter  of  regret  to  many  members 
of  the  society  to  learn  that  your  directors  are  contemplating  the 
sale  of  the  society  building  to  the  trustees  of  the  Sheffield  Scientific 
School.  It  is  well  known  that  the  only  plot  remaining  in  the  block 
bounded  by  Temple,  Wall,  College  and  Grove  Streets  not  yet 
acquired  by  the  University  is  tliat  on  which  this  building  stands. 
Negotiations  for  its  purchase  are  now  pending,  and  I  think  it 
likely  that  the  society  will  erect  a  new  building  to  replace  Colonial 
Hall.  If  this  eventuates,  the  new  structure  will  be  known  as  the 
English  Memorial  and  the  building  committee,  upon  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  has  been  named  to  consider  the 
negotiations  for  the  sale  of  the  building  and  to  authorize  qualified 
architects  to  submit  the  proposed  sketches  for  the  erection  of  the 
new  structure. 

The  personnel  of  the  committee  is  as  follows :  Henry  F.  English, 
George  J.  Bassett,  Leonard  M.  Daggett,  Theodore  S.  Woolsey, 
and  the  president. 

Although  it  is  obvious  that  the  discussion  at  this  time  of  the 
proposal  of  the  University  and  the  contemplated  attitude  of  the 
building  committee  would  be  premature  and  ofifend  every  propriety, 
I  think  I  may  leave  this  subject  by  adding  that  the  report  as  to  the 
acquisition  of  new  quarters  may  be  termed  one  of  progress. 

The  compilation  of  the  genealogical  records  of  the  family  of 
the  late  William  S.  Pardee  is  substantially  completed.  You  may 
remember  that  two  funds  were  provided  for  under  the  will,  one 
to  prepare  the  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  the  first  George 
Pardee,  the  other  to  ascertain  and  record  the  history  of  his  ancestry 
in  England. 

The  first  provision  has  now  been  practically  complied  with 
through  the  very  helpful  and  co-operative  efforts  of  Mr.  Donald 
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Lines  Jacobus,  the  well  known  genealo^st,  but  the  completion  of 
the  record  of  the  American  Pardees  demands  a  much  lonp^er  time 
and  additional  funds  other  than  those  provided  for  by  Mr.  Pardee. 
Work  is  still  progressing  however  with  the  co-operation  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Pardee  family  and  with  this  additional  aid  it  is  hoped 
the  record  will  be  completed. 

The  society  is  still  desperately  in  need  of  a  lively  endowment 
and  its  activities  will  be  constantly  impaired  and  embarrassed  until 
some  definite  fund  has  been  established.  While  the  remainder 
interest  in  pending  life  estates  may  eventually  form  a  generous 
nucleus,  its  immediate  need  is  imperative  in  view  of  our  ever 
increasing  costs  of  maintenance. 

It  is  with  sincere  sorrow  and  regret  that  I  announce  the  loss 
during  the  year  of  eight  prominent  residents  of  New  Haven  for 
many  years  enrolled  as  active  members  upon  our  roster.  These 
honored  and  dear  friends  have  passed  on,  but  not  without  our 
profound  and  sincere  regret.  As  we  grow  older  we  grow  more 
thoughtful  of  the  pursuit  of  the  higher  things  in  life.  We  realize 
more  clearly  and  appreciate  more  deeply  the  kindnesses  which 
have  been  shown  us,  and  the  example  set  for  us  by  our  elders. 
W^e  understand  better  than  the  people  of  younger  years  do  that 
in  every  department  of  human  activity,  of  more  importance  tlian 
the  gathering  of  riches,  the  building  of  fortunes,  is  the  building 
of  character,  the  gathering  of  friendships,  and  so  we  miss  these 
friends  so  long  identified  with  the  intimate  social  life  and  progress 
of  New  Haven.

REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE. 

An  improvement  of  some  importance  in  the  Old  Morris  House 
was  carried  out  in  the  spring  of  1925  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  J.  F.  Kelly,  an  architect  v^hose  studies  and  experience  in  old 
New  England  houses  entitles  him  to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the 
foremost  experts  among  members  of  the  profession  in  America 
in  this  subject.  By  replacing  an  old  partition  between  the  two 
rooms  on  the  south  side  of  the  main  building,  which  the  Donor 
had  removed,  this  portion  of  the  ground  floor  was  restored  to  its 
original  condition  and  an  ugly  modern  beam  supporting  the  ceil- 
ing in  the  middle  concealed  in  the  woodwork.  Careful  study  of 
the  existing  panels  and  wainscoating  enabled  the  architect  to 
restore  the  two  rooms  almost  exactly  as  they  were  when  first  built. 
A  pine  corner  cupboard  loaned  by  the  Mary  Clap  Wooster  Chap- 
ter of  the  D.  A.  R.,  and  long  in  the  Historical  Society  Museum, 
was  fitted  into  a  corner  of  the  partition,  where  marks  on  the  floor 
and  ceiling  showed  evidences  of  a  cupboard  of  the  same  sort  in 
the  early  days  of  the  House,  and  furnished  with  a  china  dinner 
service  belonging  to  the  Chapter.  Other  loans  of  the  same  Chap- 
ter, mostly  of  eighteenth-century  parlor  and  dining-room  furni- 
ture, begin  the  furnishing  of  these  rooms,  which  will  be  increased 
as  further  articles  approved  by  the  Committee  are  contributed  by 
the  members.  In  this  manner  a  conspicuous  part  of  the  House, 
which  had  perforce  been  left  with  Mr.  Pardee's  incongruous 
domestic  fittings  and  modern  paintings,  has  been  made  to  resume 
its  eighteenth-centur}'  aspect  in  conformity  with  the  other  rooms. 
The  Committee  are  glad  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  action 
of  the  Dames  of  the  Chapter  in  co-operation  with  the  Historical 
Society  by  lending  interesting  objects  appropriate  to  the  House. 

Other  parts  of  the  House  were  cleaned  or  renovated  where 
necessary  and  the  discarded  furniture  sold  or  given  away.  Addi- 
tions to  the  collection  consist  of  two  arrow-back  liall  chairs 
formerly  owned  by  members  of  the  Morris  family  and  used  in 
this  house ;  one  old  lantern ;  one  tin  sconce ;  a  pair  of  andirons ; 
a  wooden  trencher  and  saucer ;    a  hooked  rug  and  a  child's  arm 
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chair  from  Litchfield  county,  used  a  hundred  years  ago  for  coast- 
ing on  gentle  slopes  before  the  highways  had  added  their  terrors 
to  human  life.  The  wooden  trellis  for  rose  vines  on  the  east 
line  of  the  property  has  been  extended  to  the  front  street,  forming 
both  a  protection  to  this  side  of  the  premises  and  a  promise  of 
great  beauty  when  the  flowers  are  in  bloom.  The  temporary 
Honor-Roll  erected  on  the  lot  in  191 8,  commemorating  those  who 
served  in  the  World  War,  has  been  removed  by  the  Town  and 
replaced  by  a  monument  at  the  entrance  of  Li^^hthouse  Park. 
About  one  hundred  members  and  guests  attended  the  customary 
summer  reception  on  June  9th;  three  days  later  the  House  was 
lent  to  the  Mary  Clap  Wooster  Chapter  of  the  Dames  of  the 
American  Revolution,  who  entertained  a  group  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  ladies  in  the  afternoon.  On  October  3d  members  of  the 
C.  A.  R.  Society  (Amos  Morris  Branch)  celebrated  their  twenty- 
seventh  anniversary  by  holding  a  picnic  at  the  House,  when  about 
fifty  children  were  present.  The  chairs  bought  some  years  ago 
by  the  Committee  for  the  Civic  Society's  meetings  have  been 
loaned  on  several  occasions  for  social  parties  and  to  the  new 
Community  House  for  entertainments,  etc.  In  this  and  other 
ways  the  Morris  House  endeavors  to  carr\^  out  the  desire  of  the 
Donor  to  render  the  House  and  its  belongings  useful  to  the  people 
of  the  community  in  which  it  stands.  From  all  reports  these 
amenities  seem  to  be  recognized  and  appreciated.  The  total  count 
of  visitors  to  the  House  during  the  past  year  was  604,  a  larger 
number  than  the  previous  season.  With  the  further  development 
of  the  newly  opened  Lighthouse  Park  a  much  larger  stream  of 
tourists  passing  the  House  on  their  way  to  one  of  the  most  attrac- 
tive recreation  places  in  the  State  will  naturally  be  induced  by  its 
reputation  and  by  their  own  curiosity  to  visit  the  House  and  its 
collections.  The  Committee  cordially  record  their  recognition  of 
the  services  of  the  Custodian,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Hutchins,  during  this  and 
the  previous  years  of  her  residence  there.  Without  her  loyal 
efforts  and  her  attachment  to  the  interests  of  the  Society-'s  property 
it  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  maintain  such  an  institution.

IReport  of  the  Xtbrarian  an^  Curator 

1925 

The  mills  of  the  gods  grind  slowly  but,  we  hope,  exceeding  well. 
At  all  events  much  water  has  gone  under  the  bridge  since 
November  last. 

Our  most  noteworthy  achievement  has  been  the  making  of  a 
type-written  copy  of  our  Accessions  Books  as  the  foundation  of  a 
complete,  exhaustive  and  elastic  catalogue  of  our  collection.  The 
three  volumes  number  in  all  some  800  pages  containing  7,400 
entries.  The  varying  handwritings  and  shades  of  ink  provide  a 
nice  problem  in  interpretation.  The  first  two  volumes  include 
books  and  pamphlets  as  well  as  relics,  and  while  this  added  con- 
siderably to  the  time  and  labor  involved,  it  seemed  desirable  to 
have  the  copy  follow  the  original  exactly.  The  copy  was  made 
on  sheets  of  paper  perforated  in  such  a  way  that  they  might  be 
cut  apart  and  sorted  according  to  various  classifications.  The 
sorting  is  in  its  infancy  and  the  identifying  of  each  and  every 
object  will  provide  amusement  for  the  curator  for  some  years  to 
come.  It  is  gratifying  to  know,  however,  that  at  some  time  in 
the  future,  when  confronted  with  the  question,  "Have  we  a  Con- 
necticut cent  of  1787?"  we  may  turn  to  the  section  on  coins  and 
learn  instantly  whether  we  have  such  a  coin,  who  gave  it  and 
where  it  is.  The  employment  of  Miss  Weed  to  do  the  work  of 
copying  was  made  possible  by  our  perpetual  benefactor  Mr. 
English  who  granted  the  use  of  the  Fowler  fund  for  this  purpose. 

Miss  Weed  was  able  to  play  a  double  role  by  taking  charge  of 
the  building  while  the  Librarian  attended  the  course  in  Library 
work  given  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  at  their  summer 
school  session. 

In  the  library  progress  has  been  marked  by  efforts  directed 
toward  the  preservation  of  books  and  methods  of  facilitating  their 
use.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  a  young  man 
whose  natural  skill  enabled  him  to  acquire  readily  the  art  of 
repairing  books.  Upwards  of  fifty  IxDoks  have  responded  to  his 
ministrations  so  well  that  they  will  probably  not  have  to  be  rebound 
for  several  years. 
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Books  having  a  light  colored  binding,  most  notably  the  Vital 
Records  of  Massachusetts,  have  been  cleaned  and  covered  with 
a  coat  of  white  shellac.  This  sheds  dust  and  acts  as  a  preserva- 
tive as  well.     In  all  about  200  books  have  been  treated  in  this  way. 

Many  of  the  smaller  books  had  nothing  printed  on  the  back, 
so  in  order  to  determine  what  book  it  was  it  had  to  be  taken  from 
the  shelf  and  perhaps  the  title  page  consulted.  About  150  of 
such  books  have  been  lettered  on  the  back  with  white  ink  and 
covered  with  a  coat  of  shellac,  so  that  the  desired  book  can  be 
selected  at  a  glance.  Over  200  pamphlets  have  been  put  in 
pamphlet  binders  and  marked  so  that  they  can  be  identified  without 
being  taken  from  the  shelf.  Shelf-labels,  of  which  we  have 
hitherto  been  innocent,  have  also  contributed  largely  to  facility 
in  selecting  books  from  the  shelves. 

The  more  important  phase  of  library  work,  that  of  cataloguing, 
has  not  been  entirely  neglected,  although  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
in  the  future  more  concentrated  attention  may  be  given  to  the 
catalogue,  which  is  woefully  deficient.  Upwards  of  eight  hundred 
printed  cards  have  been  purchased  from  the  Library  of  Congress 
and  arranged  for  use  in  the  catalogue.  These  furnish  more 
detailed  information  about  the  books  which  they  represent  than 
could  possibly  be  gotten  on  a  typed  or  handwritten  card,  and  are 
secured  at  so  low  a  cost  as  to  be  a  great  time-saver  as  well. 

Heretofore  our  books  have  borne  no  distinguishing  mark  indi- 
cating their  exact  location  on  the  shelves.  The  catalogue  would 
state  that  a  given  book  was  on  shelf  154  in  Alcove  C.  As  each 
shelf  holds  fifty  or  more  books,  unless  one  were  familiar  with 
the  appearance  of  the  book,  the  entire  shelf  of  books  would  have 
to  be  examined  to  secure  the  one  desired.  It  can  easily  be  seen 
that  each  book  should  have  an  identifying  mark  which  distinguishes 
it  from  every  other  book,  so  that  it  can  be  selected  from  the  shelf 
at  a  glance,  and  if  misplaced,  will  stand  out  from  among  its  fellows 
obviously  enough  to  attract  attention.  The  process  of  numbering 
the  genealogies  by  the  Cutter-Sanborn  numbering  system  has 
begun  and  if  our  plans  do  not  miscarry  will  progress  rapidly 
enough  to  be  of  very  great  use  in  a  few  months. 

Our  Treasurer  has  sent  out  an  S.  O.  S.  calling  for  retrenchment. 
I  urgently  beg  that  this  will  not  be  directed  toward  these  last- 
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named  activities.  I  am  not  equipped  by  nature  with  an  accurate 
eye  and  a  true  and  steady  hand.  My  efforts  at  labelling  books 
would  be  quite  disastrous.  For  the  modest  sum  of  $20  per  month 
this  important  work  may  go  on.  This  covers  an  hour  and  a 
half  at  noon  for  five  days  a  week  and  three  hours  on  Saturday 
afternoons. 

Some  of  last  year's  dreams  have  come  true.  Notably  the  filing 
cabinet  for  legal-sized  documents  which  now  graces  the  library. 
The  Jared  Ingersoll  papers  which  formerly  reposed  in  an  old 
trunk  in  the  gallery  have  been  transferred  to  the  metal  file,  not 
classified  and  arranged  as  one  might  wish,  but  assuredly  somewhat 
safer  than  before. 

The  case  of  dishes  near  the  Punderson  highboy  has  been  washed 
and  re-arranged.  A  card  system  of  book-keeping  for  recording 
the  payment  of  the  annual  subscriptions  has  been  instituted  and  is 
proving  most  successful.  Considering  the  incessant  interrui>tions 
to  which  I  am  subjected,  I  feel  that  perhaps  some  very  worth 
while  things  have  happened,  in  spite  of  those  lurking  ghosts  of 
the  things  planned  but  not  accomplished.

Conetitution 

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.    Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other  pictorial 
representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curiosities  and 
antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with  or  may 
illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within  the 
ancient  New  Haven  Colony ;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as  now 
exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons ;  to  encourage  histori- 
cal and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate  historical 
information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of  not 
less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen: 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  H  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee ;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.     These  officers   shall  together  constitute  a   Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
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Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper 
use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society'  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 
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I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the 
endorsement  of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment 
of  the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member 
from  the  date  of  such  payment ;  and  the  term  of  all  annual 
memberships  shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after 
subscriptions  are  paid.  Notice  of  the  annual  fee  shall  he  sent  by 
the  Society  to  every  annual  member  at  least  one  month  before  the 
time  for  the  cxpiratio):  of  the  term  of  membership.     If  said  fee 
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is  not  paid  zvithin  Hvo  months,  the  Society  shall  send  a  second 
notice  to  such  member  callins,  attention  to  this  hy-lazv  and  enclos- 
ing a  hill,  and  if  the  fee  remains  unpaid  thirty  days  after  the  mail- 
ing of  such  second  notice,  the  name  of  the  member  in  default  may 
be  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  Society  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  Such  member  may  be  re-instated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  upon  showing  satisfactory  reason  for  the  omission 
and  paying  the  amount  in  arrears.  {Amendment  adopted  i8th 
December,  ip22.) 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  vi^ho  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of 
historic  investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors ;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society ;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 


may  be  contracted,  al!  accounts  aj^ainst  the  Society ;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meelini^  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being-  presented  by  the' Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  comiJany,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  catalogue 
all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  "other  articles  deposited  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every  annual  mceii'.i:;^. 
make  a  full  rejiort  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of  the  library 
and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures ;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XL  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts. 
They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.     A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
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shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangements  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members, 
v/ho  shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVL  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members, 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  membership 
of  the  Society. 

XVIL  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIIL  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX,  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 
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XXI.     The  order  of  proceedinf:;s  at  the  meetincjs  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows  :

XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Societ>%  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors.

A  report  for  the  year  now  closing-  can  not  be  enregistered  as  an 
uneventful  one  in  the  archives  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  Histori- 
cal Society,  for  never  before  in  all  its  history  has  so  large  a 
number  of  persons  from  the  city  and  without  the  state  visited  our 
library  and  collection, — and  it  is  reassuring  and  stimulating  to 
learn  that  only  the  most  complimentary  comment  has  been  received 
from  those  who  have  had  occasion  to  frequent  our  library  and 
building. 

The  completion  of  the  new  pavement  of  Lighthouse  Road  and 
the  militant  co-operation  of  the  park  commissioners  in  completing 
the  development  of  the  new  city  park  at  Lighthouse  Point  have 
united  to  make  possible  the  notable  increase  in  interest  and  the 
number  of  visitors  at  Pardee's  Old  Morris  House,  visitors  who 
are  always  so  graciously  welcomed  by  Mrs.  Hutchins,  its  custodian. 

The  problems  presented  at  this  time  for  consideration  include 
many  to  which  I  have  made  former  and  frequent  allusion,  and 
perhaps  the  most  perplexing  is  the  matter  of  recruiting  our  mem- 
bership, li  every  individual  member  of  our  society  could  be 
stimulated  to  enroll  at  least  one  new  recruit  from  the  younger 
members  of  his  immediate  family,  the  fine  traditions  of  this 
ancient  organization  could  be  properly  maintained,  for  our  prede- 
cessors in  the  society  measured  up  to  high  and  patriotic  ideals, 
and  many  were  gifted  personalities  and  sterling  characters.  Let 
us  hold  fast  to  the  thought  that  only  as  we  of  the  present  genera- 
tion contribute  each  his  quota  to  the  society  will  the  heritage  be 
kept  rich  and  bright  for  the  endowment  of  the  ever  increasing 
number  that  should  follow  after  us. 

I  trust  that  your  officers  may  receive  during  the  coming  month 
your  generous  co-operation  in  response  to  this  appeal  for  at  least 
one  prospective  recruit  from  every  active  member. 

The  library  continues  to  be  cared  for  intelligently  and  com- 
petently. The  revision  of  our  catalogue  has  been  adequately  com- 
pleted, the  accessions  volumes  completely  recopied,  many  of  the 
older  books  bound  and  repaired,  new  labels  attractively  printed 
and  volumes,  especially  for  genealogical  research,  conveniently  and 
intelligently  assembled.  The  care  of  the  collection  continues  con- 
stantly to  improve,  the  office  being  completely  re-arranged  and 


comparatively  insignificant  articles  replaced  by  curios  and 
exhibits  of  real  value.  All  of  this  is  due  entirely  to  the  efiforts 
of  Miss  Ethel  Lord  Scofield,  our  librarian  and  curator,  whose 
tact,  intelligence  and  increasing  experience  make  her  retention 
as  our  active  overseer  quite  indispensable  and  whose  gracious 
co-operation  is  warmly  appreciated  by  both  members  and  visitors 
alike. 

Of  course  an  enlarged  library  fund  would  make  possible  added 
information  and  much  needed  outlays  for  new  accessions  and 
modern  metal  filing  equipment.  Some  of  our  most  important 
accessions  have  been  heretofore  largely  by  gift  and  too  few  of 
our  active  members  have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to 
examine  and  enjoy  them.  Volumes,  often  containing  original 
letters  placed  therein,  all  of  indescribable  charm,  chronicle  events 
of  the  colonial  period  and  intimate  news  of  the  family's  mutual 
friends  and  parishes.  The  collection  of  Americana  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Professor  Williston  Walker  is  especially  rich  in 
these  extremely  interesting  addenda  and  members  are  encouraged 
to  browse  among  these  volumes.  They  will  be  amply  repaid  for 
their  time  and  effort. 

Although  it  is  admittedly  difficult  to  procure  acceptable  papers 
on  matter  of  local  historical  interest,  we  have  been  extremely 
fortunate  during  the  past  year  in  adding  to  our  collection  addresses 
of  unusual  literary  and  historical  merit  and  charm,  delivered  at 
our  monthly  gatherings  and  now  made  a  part  of  our  files.  To 
those  who  have  made  these  meetings  a  real  delight  and  success  I 
desire  to  acknowledge  the  very  cordial  appreciation  of  the  society. 

I  need  not  remind  you  again  how  seriously  the  lack  of  an 
adequate  lively  endowment  impairs  and  embarrasses  the  activities 
of  the  society.  Its  further  endowment  by  gift  to  the  general  fund 
or  by  testamentary  bequests  would  contribute  to  the  completion  of 
plans  requiring  generous  outlays  which  increasing  cost  of  mainte- 
nance threaten  to  seriously  curtail. 

The  society  was  represented  by  your  president  at  the  inaugural 
ceremonies  of  the  sesqui-centennial  exposition  at  Philadelphia  in 
June  and  at  the  dinner  given  in  the  grand  ball  room  of  the 
Bellevue-Stratford  to  the  visiting  governors  of  the  thirteen 
original  states,  after  the  ceremonies  of  dedication, — and  also  the 
day  following  at  the  ceremonies  held  at  Valley  Forge. 
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Although  plans  are  still  quite  incomplete  and  I  am  authorized 
to  make  no  definite  announcement  at  this  time,  I  think  that  our 
members  should  know  that  the  directors  have  approved  the  pro- 
posed sale  or  transfer  of  our  society  building  to  Yale  University 
and  have  tentatively  endorsed  the  proposal  that  the  Fellowes 
property  on  Temple  Street  adjoining  the  residence  of  Professor 
William  Lyon  Phelps  be  offered  by  the  trustees  of  the  Sheffield 
Scientific  School  in  exchange  as  a  suitable  site  for  a  new  building 
to  be  erected  thereon  and  to  be  known  as  the  English  Memorial. 
Details  involving  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  building  have  as  yet  remained  uncompleted  and  undeter- 
mined, and  your  building  committee  are  not  yet  ready  to  submit  its 
report  and  recommendation.  I  can  then  only  advise  you  that  a 
new  building  will  be  erected  on  the  Fellowes  property  and  that 
the  plans  for  its  construction  and  equipment  will  be  duly  displayed 
to  you  when  and  if  they  have  been  completed  to  the  satisfaction 
of  your  directors. 

The  compilation  of  the  genealogical  record  and  history  of  the 
ancestry  of  the  late  William  S.  Pardee,  as  provided  for  under 
the  terms  of  his  will,  I  am  greatly  pleased  to  announce  has  been 
practically  completed  through  the  successful  and  untiring  co-opera- 
tion of  Mr.  Donald  Lines  Jacobus  and  all  the  material  and  illus- 
trations accepted  by  our  committee  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
publishers.  Interested  members  of  the  Pardee  family  have  con- 
tributed both  financial  and  literary  addenda  to  complete  the  record, 
and  we  are  under  a  great  obligation  to  Professor  Andrew  Keogh, 
of  the  publications  committee,  for  his  co-operative  and  always 
helpful  assistance  in  arranging  for  the  final  printing. 

It  is  with  sincere  sorrow  that  I  recall  to  your  attention  the  loss 
by  death  during  the  year  of  prominent  residents  of  New  Haven, 
all  of  whom  have  been  for  many  years  upon  the  roster  of  the 
society.  These  include  Miss  Harriet  Cooper,  George  M.  Gunn, 
James  S.  Hemingway,  Hobart  B.  Ives,  Isaac  N.  Porter,  Dr.  H. 
Merriman  Steele,  Herbert  C.  Warren,  William  S.  Wells,  and 
Mrs.  Eli  Whitney. 

Would  that  I,  though  all  unworthy,  might  tonight  be  privileged 
to  pay  adequate  and  reverent  tribute  to  their  memory.

IRcport  of  the  Xibrarian  anb  Curator 

I  am  reminded  of  the  modern  serial  story,  each  instaHment  of 
which  starts  with  the  caption,  "The  story  thus  far"  or  "What 
happened  in  jirecedint^  chapters."  This  year's  work  has  been  so 
largely  a  continuation  of  last  year's  that  it  is  necessary  to  start  by 
saying  that  a  year  ago  we  had  just  started  the  numbering  of  the 
genealogies  by  the  Cutter  numbering  S3'stem :  the  purpose  being 
to  give  them  an  exact  location  on  the  shelf  with  an  identifying 
number  for  each  book.  This  has  now  been  completed  with 
Library  of  Congress  printed  cards,  similarly  numbered,  filed  in 
the  catalogue.  So  that  for  our  section  on  genealogy  at  least,  we 
have  an  adequate  catalogue.  The  rest  of  the  catalogue  has  been 
embellished  with  a  delightfully  legible  set  of  guide  cards  which 
greatly  facilitates  its  use  even  though  the  catalogue  itself  leaves 
much  to  be  desired. 

About  two  hundred  of  our  books  on  genealogy  are  in  the  form 
of  pamphlets.  These  are  every  bit  as  valuable  for  reference  as 
the  bound  volumes  and  quite  as  much  used :  but  they  presented 
an  aggravating  problem  in  the  matter  of  care  as  they  invariably 
became  pushed  in  back  by  the  removing  and  replacing  of  the 
larger  volumes  and  were  always  becoming  misplaced.  I  decided 
to  try  keeping  them  in  a  vertical  file  similar  to  a  letter  file.  By 
using  so  called  transfer  cases,  commonly  used  for  moving  or 
storing  defunct  correspondence,  this  was  accomplished  at  the 
moderate  cost  of  $13.00.  They  can  now  be  located  with  the 
utmost  ease. 

Another  innovation  is  the  grouping  of  certain  books  whose  com- 
plete usefulness  fails  because  of  inherent  difficulties  in  cataloguing. 
They  are  books  which  treat,  not  of  one  family  but  of  many.  As 
an  example  we  may  consider  Starr's  "Goodwin-Morgan  Ances- 
tral Lines."  This  would  naturally  be  catalogued  under  Goodzvin 
and  Morgan.  The  book  actually  deals  with  fifty-three  families. 
Suppose  one  were  interested  in  the  Buell  family.  There  would 
be  no  way  of  knowing  where  an  account  of  this  family  could  be 
found  unless  the  Librarian  had  a  miraculous  memory  and  were 
always  available  to  give  the  information.  Other  examples  are 
"Fifty  Puritan  Ancestors"  catalogued  under  Nash  the  name  of  the 
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author:  "My  Children's  Ancestors"  catalogued  under  Cross: 
"The  Ancestry  of  John  Barber  White"  catalogued  under  White. 
As  an  experiment  these  books  have  been  placed  together  on  one 
shelf  so  that  the  searcher  may  take  them  down  consecutively  and 
consult  the  table  of  contents  to  learn  if  the  family  he  is  seeking 
appears.  They  have  been  numbered  according  to  accepted 
standards  so  that  if  a  subsequent  Librarian  prefers  the  orthodox 
method  they  may  be  returned  to  the  parent  group  and  no  harm 
done.  They  are  identified  by  a  red  star  which  brings  them 
together  on  their  particular  shelf.  When  our  readers  have 
become  acquainted  with  the  arrangement  I  believe  they  will  find 
it  immensely  useful. 

An  accepted  practice  among  librarians  of  Historical  Societies 
is  that  of  asking  authors  for  copies  of  their  books.  It  was  two 
years  before  I  gathered  sufficient  courage  to  even  approach  this 
procedure.  I  compromised  by  having  some  cards  printed  con- 
veying the  request  as  delicately  as  possible.  Fifty  requests 
brought  twenty  responses.  Some  of  the  cards  were  returned 
undelivered  so  it  does  not  follow  that  all  of  the  remaining  thirty 
turned  a  deaf  ear.  I  was  delightfully  surprised  to  have  some  of 
the  books  accompanied  by  personal  letters  expressing  real  pleasure 
in  contributing  to  our  library.  Perhaps  half  of  the  books  were 
pamphlets  but  others  were  of  imposing  proportions  and  really 
expensive  books. 

Additional  table  space  in  the  library  was  urgent  so  the  large 
fllat-topped  desk  which  formerly  stood  in  the  south  west  corner 
of  the  Assembly  Hall  was  pressed  into  service.  With  a  top  of 
near  leather  it  became  not  only  useful  but  distinctly  ornamental. 
In  addition  to  providing  extra  table  space  it  has  capacious  drawers 
and  closets  wherein  to  store  library  material. 

Since  each  chapter  of  a  serial  cannot  be  equally  thrilling  I  fear 
I  had  better  say,  "To  be  continued"  and  hope  for  a  more  interest- 
ing chapter  next  year.

Constitution 

(Adopted  Noveniber  13,  1899.     Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other  pictorial 
representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curiosities  and 
antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with  or  may 
illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within  the 
ancient  New  Haven  Colony ;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as  now 
exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons ;  to  encourage  histori- 
cal and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate  historical 
information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of  not 
less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen: 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  H  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee ;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,   shall   provide   regulations    for  their   safety   and   proper 


use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meeting-s  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars ;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex -officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven ;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 


B^'^Xaws 


I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the 
endorsement  of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment 
of  the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member 
from  the  date  of  such  payment ;  and  the  term  of  all  annual 
memberships  shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after 
subscriptions  are  paid.  Notice  of  the  annual  fee  shall  he  sent  by 
the  Society  to  every  annual  member  at  least  one  month  before  the 
time  for  the  expiration  of  the  tertn  of  membership.  If  said  fee 
is  not  paid  within  two  months,  the  Society  shall  send  a  second 
notice  to  such  member  calling^  attention  to  this  by-lazv  and  enclos- 
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ing  a  bill,  and  if  the  fee  remains  unpaid  thirty  days  after  the  niail- 
ing  of  such  second  notice,  the  name  of  the  member  in  default  may 
be  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  Society  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  Such  member  may  be  re-instated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  upon  showing  satisfactory  reason  for  the  omission 
and  paying  the  amount  in  arrears.  {Amendment  adopted  i8th 
December,  1^22.) 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding-  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of 
historic  investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors ;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the   Society  in 
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each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including-  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting-. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  catalogue 
all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles  deposited  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Society ;  and  shall,  before  every  annual  meeting, 
make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of  the  library 
and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures ;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XI.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts. 
They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangements  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
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other than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members, 
who  shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
offered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVI.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members, 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  membership 
of  the  Society. 

XVII.  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify ;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  ])roceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  donations. 
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Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 
Unfinished  business. 
Written  communications  or  lectures. 
Verbal  communications. 
Miscellaneous  business. 


XXII.  All  donations  to  the   Society,  and  deposits  with  the 
.  same,   shall   be   entered   in   a   book   kept    for   that   purpose,   and 

reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors.

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PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

THE  annual  meeting  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical 
Society  is  a  proper  obligation  imposed  by  its  constitution  and 
it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome  you  here  tonight  with  re- 
newed assurances  of  my  warm  appreciation  of  your  continued  co- 
operation during  the  past  year  in  successfully  carrying  out  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ancient  organization.  As  in  our  old  New  England 
town  meeting  the  first  selectman  presented  an  account  of  the  way 
in  which  he  had  discharged  his  trust,  so  I  am  on  behalf  of  myself 
and  my  fellow  officers  rendering  account  of  our  stewardship,  and 
welcome  this  opportunity  to  review  and  forecast  the  work  of  the 
society. 

You  will  recall  that  at  our  last  annual  meeting  I  reminded  you 
of  the  important  duty  confronting  your  officers  for  the  approaching 
year,  that  of  recruiting  the  membership  of  the  society.  I  reminded 
you  that  our  membership  at  that  time  was  composed  chiefly  of  repre- 
sentatives of  our  older  New  England  families,  who  are  mostly  past 
middle  life  and  that  an  immediate  appeal  to  the  younger  members 
of  our  community  to  enroll  was  imperative  if  the  ancient  traditions 
of  the  society  were  to  be  maintained.  It  is  with  extreme  satisfac- 
tion that  I  can  now  report  that  our  modest  efforts  to  mcrease  our 
active  membership  have  met  with  a  complete  success,  membership  in 
the  society  having  made  just  such  an  appeal  to  our  community  as 
your  directors  fondly  believed.  Our  present  roster  discloses  eighteen 
newly  enrolled  life  members  and  six  hundred  ninety  annual  mem- 
bers, evidencing  beyond  a  doubt  that  an  apparently  apathetic  citi- 
zenry of  our  own  New  Haven  can  be  enthused  and  energized  when 
properly  approached,  demonstrating  that  New  Haven  can  appreciate 
the  place  our  society  occupies  in  this  community. 

I  am  sure  you  will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  number  of 
visitors  to  Colonial  Hall  has  been  during  the  past  year  constantly 
increasing,  many  of  the  latter  coming  from  our  newly  enrolled 
membership.  The  collection  has  never  been  so  attractively  and  so 
intelligently  arranged,  and  the  historical  material  now  completely 
catalogued  or  labeled,  and  the  number  of  really  valuable  curios  and 
exhibits  of  historic  and  patriotic  interest  now  appropriately  displayed, 
is  impressive.  During  the  year  articles  which  were  neither  indubi- 
tably historic  nor  historically  interesting  and  signficant  have  been 
relegated  to  the  store-room  and  this  policy  will  eventually  invite  the 
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confidence  of  those  who  are  likely  to  leave  historic  material  to  the 
society.  In  this  connection  I  should  like  to  express  the  warm  appre- 
ciation of  the  work  done  by  Miss  Ethel  Lord  Scofield,  our  librarian 
and  curator  and  the  society  is  fortunate  in  securing  the  permanent 
services  of  one  who  possesses  untiring  energy,  enthusiasm  and  good 
judgment.  The  library  itself  with  its  many  important  additions 
during  the  past  year  is  intelligently  and  competently  cared  for  by 
our  librarian,  whose  unusual  experience  in  genealogical  research  so 
exceptionally  qualifies  her  for  this  important  work. 

I  am  happy  to  announce  that  substantial  progress  has  been  made 
in  connection  with  the  erection  of  a  new  building  to  replace  Colonial 
Hall  which  is  to  be  known  as  the  English  Memorial,  the  building 
committee  having  permitted  architects  to  prepare  and  submit  pro- 
posed sketches  for  the  erection  of  a  new  structure.  Within  a  very 
short  time  the  final  plans  will  be  submitted  to  the  directors  for  their 
approval  and  I  think  I  can  definitely  report  that  the  erection  of  the 
new  building  can  be  definitely  fixed  for  the  coming  spring,  in  the 
event  that  the  negotiations  now  pending  with  the  University  eventu- 
ate successfully. 

The  compilation  of  the  genealogical  record  of  the  family  of  the 
late  William  S.  Pardee  has  now  been  entirely  completed,  and  you 
will  find  in  the  great  hall  below  copies  of  the  completed  edition 
which  have  met  with  the  warm  approval  of  genealogists  both  here 
and  in  England.  The  successful  preparation  of  this  very  impres- 
sive volume  has  been  made  possible  through  the  helpful  efforts  of 
Donald  Lines  Jacobus  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  the 
sincere  and  cordial  appreciation  of  the  society  for  his  untiring  co- 
operation which  has  made  possible  the  completion  of  the  Pardee 
family  record. 

The  October  meeting  at  the  Pardee's  Old  Morris  House  at  Mor- 
ris Cove,  attended  by  nearly  four  hundred  members  of  the  society 
and  their  friends,  gave  an  opportunity  for  an  inspection  of  the  fine 
collection  there  assembled. 

It  is  pleasant  to  recall  that  several  score  of  articles  have  been 
contributed  to  the  collections  of  the  society,  and  the  old  Morris 
House  contains  loans  of  the  Mary  Clapp  Wooster  Chapter,  mostly 
of  eighteenth  century  parlor  and  dining  room  furniture,  all  interest- 
ing objects  appropriate  to  the  house. 

The  society  lost  by  death  during  the  past  year  twelve  valued 
members  including  Simeon  E.  Baldwin,  for  many  years  its  president, 
and  Frederick  J.  Kingsbury,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Your  president  enjoyed  the  friendship  of  all  these  honored  and  dear 
friends   who   have   passed   on,   but   not   without   our  profound   and 
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sincere  regret,  and  I  must  ask  you  to  give  silent  tribute  in  your 
hearts  for  these  departed  friends. 

As  we  grow  older  we  grow  more  thoughtful  of  the  pursuit  of 
the  higher  things  in  life.  We  realize  more  clearly  and  appreciate 
more  deeply  the  kindnesses  which  have  been  shown  us,  and  the  ex- 
ample set  us  by  our  elders.  We  understand  better  than  people  of 
younger  years  do,  that  in  every  department  of  human  activity,  of 
more  importance  than  the  gathering  of  riches,  the  building  of  for- 
tunes, is  the  building  of  character,  the  gathering  of  friendships,  and 
so  we  miss  these  friends  so  long  identified  with  the  social  life  and 
progress  of  New  Haven. 

The  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society  like  all  local  Histori- 
cal Societies  is  likely  to  draw  its  strongest  support  from  those  who 
are  most  interested  in  family  history  and  your  president  is  not  dis- 
posed to  find  fault  with  those  whose  natural  interest  draws  them 
more  strongly  in  this  direction.  Yet  the  fact  remains  that  there 
are  other  interests  to  be  cultivated.  It  would  be  a  regrettable  fault 
if  this  society  did  not  encourage  research  in  local  and  state  history, 
where  so  much  of  interest  awaits  the  investigator.  The  society 
should  have  funds  for  this  purpose  as  well  as  for  genealogical  re- 
search. Several  years  have  passed  since  the  late  Franklin  B.  Dexter 
published  under  the  auspices  of  the  society  two  volumes  of  early 
New  Haven  Town  Records.  If  the  society  is  to  remain  true  to  its 
fundamental  purpose,  it  must  continue  to  disseminate  historical  in- 
formation by  the  printed  page  as  well  as  by  occasional  lectures  in 
this  hall.  The  grave  danger  that  besets  our  society  is  that  it  shall 
consider  itself  too  narrowly  as  an  historical  depository  and  not  as 
an  active  agency  for  the  diffusion  of  historical  information.  There 
is  no  institution  which  could  do  more  for  the  Americanization  of 
the  large  population  of  aliens  within  our  gates.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
AND  CURATOR 

1927. 

OUR  by-laws  provide  that  the  librarian  shall  annually  report 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  library  and  collections.  This  has 
formerly  been  interpreted  in  terms  of  specific  details,  such  as  acces- 
sions, or  a  summary  of  work  accomplished.  May  I  digress  some- 
what this  year  and  present  for  your  consideration  a  more  funda- 
mental view  of  the  condition  of  the  library? 

A  library  derives  its  significance  from  its  readers.  A  collection 
of  books  which  were  never  read  might  be  called  a  library,  but 
would  hardly  fulfill  either  our  ideals  or  our  obligations.  From 
this  standpoint  the  condition  of  the  library  is  determined  by  how 
adequately  we  meet  the  needs  of  our  readers.  We  may  first  ask, 
who  are  our  readers  and  what  do  they  wish  to  read?  Our  readers 
are:  first,  members  of  the  society,  some  of  whom  have  joined  be- 
cause of  its  library  privileges;  second,  a  certain  group  of  the  public. 
As  to  what  they  wish  to  read — the  answer  is — family  history.  True 
we  have  readers  engaged  in  other  fields  of  research,  but  they  are 
in  the  minority. 

Genealogy,  I  fear,  has  fallen  from  grace.  In  the  days  of 
"Chronicles"  when  the  scribe  could  repeat  some  twenty  odd  genera- 
tions without  even  referring  to  his  notebook,  it  could  hardly  have 
been  viewed  with  the  amused  tolerance, — or  intolerance — which  is 
its  portion  to-day.  More  light  on  the  laws  of  heredity  may  yet 
redeem  it  from  its  state  of  near  opprobrium  and  restore  it  to  its 
former  dignity. 

Ancestry  is  a  fact.  We  each  had  two  parents,  four  grandparents, 
eight  great  grandparents  and  so  on,  back  to  the  jungle  or  the  Garden 
of  Eden,  according  to  our  theology.  It  ill  behooves  us  to  be  apolo- 
getic about  it.  These  forebears  fought  the  good  fight  and  won  the 
race,  else  we  should  not  be  here.  If  it  pleases  some  of  us  to  repre- 
sent them  by  "a  few  ink  marks  on  bits  of  rag  paper"  who  shall  say 
us  nay?  Whatever  the  motives  which  have  impelled  men  to  record 
the  three  vital  facts  of  life,  birth,  marriage  and  death,  it  always  has 
been  done  and  probably  always  will.  In  other  words  there  will 
always  be  a  demand   for  books  on   genealogy.      Since   neither  the 


public  library  nor  the  library  of  Yale  University  feels  that  this 
subject  quite  comes  within  their  scope,  we  may  well  consider  whether 
we  shall  represent  New  Haven  in  satisfying  this  demand. 

A  good  genealogical  reference  library  does  not  alone  consist  of 
books  on  family  history;  the  genealogies  which  have  already  been 
written,  for  compared  with  the  family  histories  which  are  yet  to 
be  written  they  form  an  almost  infinitesmal  group.  It  should  in- 
clude books  on  local  history j  including  vital  records,  church  records 
and  copies  of  public  documents.  These  are  the  bone  and  sinew 
from  which  new  family  histories  may  be  built  up. 

Our  interpretation  of  the  term  local  history  has  been  specific 
rather  than  generic.  That  is  we  have  restricted  our  local  history 
collection  to  Connecticut,  with  a  fair  concession  to  Massachusetts 
as  a  sort  of  adopted  parent.  In  our  library,  Vermont,  New  Hamp- 
shire and  New  York  State  are  still  a  wilderness  although  it  is  over 
a  hundred  years  since  whole  families  on  horse  back  and  with  ox- 
sleds  braved  their  terrors.  The  tendency  of  ancestors  to  flit  from 
place  to  place  complicates  but  also  adds  zest  to  our  search  for  them. 

Shall  we  consider  what  forces  have  shaped  the  policy  of  the 
library  to  produce  this  result?  Quoting  from  the  charter,  granted 
June  1863,  the  purposes  of  the  society  are,  "the  collection,  preser- 
vation and  publication  of  historical  and  genealogical  matter  relating 
to  the  early  settlement  and  subsequent  history,  especially  of  New 
Haven  and  its  vicinity;  and  incidentally  of  other  portions  of  the 
United  States." 

Quoting  from  the  Constitution  as  amended  in   1 906,  Article  2: 

"The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and  preserve 
such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps,  plans,  charts, 
paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other  pictorial  representa- 
tions, manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curiosities  and  antiquities 
of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with  or  may  illustrate  the  local 
history  of  the  towns  included  within  the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony ; 
to  preserve  such  traditions  as  now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of 
aged  persons;  to  encourage  historical  and  antiquarian  investigation 
and  to  disseminate  historical  information." 

These  two  paragraphs  from  the  charter  and  constitution  have 
tended  to  limit  as  well  as  define  the  policy  of  the  library. 

Since  1 910  we  have  been  printing  on  the  back  of  our  year  book, 
the  following: 

"NEEDS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

I.  An  enlarged  Library  Fund.  At  present  the  Library  is 
chiefly  dependent  on  the  Fowler,  Bowers,  and  Sizer  funds,  which 


produce  an  income  of  $580  per  annum.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  to  build  up  a  small  and  well  selected  Library  rather  than 
to  accumulate  large  numbers  of  books." 

While  we  could  hardly  accumulate  large  numbers  of  books  with 
an  expenditure  of  $580,  on  the  other  hand  we  could  not  spend  any- 
thing approaching  that  sum  if  we  are  to  be  restricted  to  books  about 
the  towns  within  the  ancient  colony  of  New  Haven,  since  few  are 
being  written. 

Clearly  the  purpose  of  a  "well  selected  library"  as  here  defined 
implies  something  more  comprehensive  than  the  restricted  area  of 
New  Haven  Colony. 

Quoting  from  the  will  of  Katherine  Sizer,  from  whom  we  derive 
our  largest  endowment:  "I  give  to  the  New  Haven  Colony  Histori- 
cal Society  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  *  *  *  the  income 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  and  preservation  of  biographies  and 
genealogical  records  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the  New  Haven 
Colony  Historical  Society." 

May  we  not  regard  the  terms  of  Mrs.  Sizer's  will  as  the  ulti- 
mate expression  of  our  aims  for  the  library:  to  provide  our  members 
with  the  books  in  which  they  are  interested,  whatever  territory  they 


may  cover?

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CONSTITUTION 

(Adopted  November  13,   1899.     Amended  November   19,   1906.) 

Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and  pre- 
serve such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps,  plans, 
charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other  pictorial  repre- 
sentations, manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curiosities  and  antiquities 
of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with  or  may  illustrate  the  local 
history  of  the  towns  included  within  the  ancient  New  Haven  Col- 
ony; to  preserve  such  traditions  as  now  exist  only  in  the  memories 
of  aged  persons;  to  encourage  historical  and  antiquarian  investiga- 
tion and  to  disseminate  historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  an 
Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  following  the 
adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of  not  less  than 
nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen:  said  committee 
to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups;  the  first  to  serve  for  three 
years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third  for  one  year.  At 
each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the  previous  (October) 
meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number,  shall  be  chosen  to  serve 
for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by  that  (October)  meeting 
the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  group  of  members  whose 
term  expires  that  year.  It  shall  also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the 
Society  to  choose  honorary  members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to 
exceed  five  in  ofl'ice  at  any  one  time,  from  among  those  who  have 
served  as  officers  or  as  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee;  said 
honorary  members  to  be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of 
voting  in  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper  use, 
and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the  pay- 
ment of  five  dollars. 


Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall  they 
ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article  be  ex- 
changed or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Di- 
rectors, or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual 
meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall  have  been 
given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 


BY-LAWS 


I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual  form  of 
application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  endorsement  of 
a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of  the  annual  fee 
of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member  from  the  date  of 
such  payment;  and  the  term  of  all  annual  memberships  shall  expire 
with  the  annual  meeting  next  after  subscriptions  are  paid.  Notice 
of  the  aymual  fee  shall  he  sent  by  the  Society  to  every  annual  mem- 
ber at  least  one  month  before  the  time  for  the  exfiration  of  the. 
term  of  membershif.  If  said  fee  is  not  faid  within  tivo  monthsy 
the  Society  shall  send  a  second  notice  to  such  me^nber  calling  atten- 
tion to  this  by-law  and  enclosing  a  billy  and  if  the  fee  remains  unfaid 
thirty  days  after  the  mailing  of  such  second  noticey  the  name  of  the 
member  in  default  may  be  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  Society  by 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such  member  may  be  re-instated 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  ufon  showing  satisfactory  reason  for  the 
omission  and  faying  the  amount  in  arrears.  (Amendment  adopted 
i8th  Decembery  ig22.) 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  upon  nomination  of  the 
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Directors;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made  at  a 
previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons  residing 
out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may  be  dis- 
tinguished for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  historic 
investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be  filled 
by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary,  special 
meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members;  and  shall  deliver  or  make 
provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting.  In  his  absence,  one 
of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  President 
or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same  may  be 
contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall,  at  least  five 
days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  each  year,  render 
to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society 
a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  and  of  the 
property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to  and  including  October  31st  of 
each  year,  which  statement  shall  be  carefully  examined  and  certified 
to  by  said  committee  before  being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  such  secur- 
ity being  efi^ected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  catalogue 
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all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles  deposited  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every  annual  meeting, 
make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of  the  library 
and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the 
authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XL  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the  funds 
of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts.  They 
shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds  may  be 
invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in  writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the  arrange- 
ments of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts  other 
than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical  collections 
of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be  offered 
as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody  of  the  Society, 
shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity  and  history  of  the 
objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall  give  attention  to  increas- 
ing these  collections.  This  committee  shall  also  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a  catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the 
custody  of  the  Society  when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President  and 
Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  publica- 
tion of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the  Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 


XVI.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  membership  of 
the  Society. 

XVII.  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  donations. 

3.  Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Written  communications  or  lectures. 

6.  Verbal  communications. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  the  same, 
shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  reported  to  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper  written  acknowledg- 
ments shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been  pro- 
posed at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 
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OBJECTS  DESIRED   FOR  THE 
SOCIETY'S  COLLECTIONS 


1.  Manuscripts.  Family  papers,  letters,  diaries,  military  rolls, 
deeds,  wills,  records  of  extinct  churches,  business  houses,  or  public 
corporations,  such  as  turnpike  companies,  etc. 

2.  Printed  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  genealogies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  of 
anniversaries  of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of  Connecticut  religious, 
educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything  printed  in 
the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  to  i8oo.  Any 
books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven,  whether  before  or 
after  1800,  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  and 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historic  china 
or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  which  illustrate  local 
or  American  history. 


The  Society  has  appointed  a  Committee  on  Relics,  having  charge 
of  all  questions  relating  to  the  acceptance  and  disposition  of  antiques, 
curiosities,  paintings,  etc.,  and  of  the  general  arrangement  of  its 
Collection.  All  gifts  intended  as  additions  to  these  sent  to  the 
Society  will  receive  the  prompt  attention  of  this  committee. 
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NEEDS  OF  THE  SOCIETY 


1.  An  enlarged  Library  Fund.  At  present  the  Library  is  chiefly 
dependent  on  the  Fowler,  Bowers,  and  Sizer  funds,  which  produce 
an  income  of  $580  per  annum.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Society 
to  build  up  a  small  and  well  selected  Library  rather  than  to  accumu- 
late large  numbers  of  books.  Small  sums  producing  a  regular 
revenue  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Library,  though  larger 
funds  are  much  needed. 

2.  The  further  endowment  of  the  Society  by  gifts  to  its  General 
Fund  or  by  testamentary  bequests.

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PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

THE  duty  of  rendering  an  account  of  my  steward-ship  at  this, 
the  sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  since  you  did  me 
the  honor  to  elect  me  as  its  president,  becomes  an  extremely  agree- 
able pleasure  this  evening,  for  you  now  may  be  definitely  assured, 
after  a  prolonged  period  of  somewhat  uncertain  and  indefinite 
negotiation,  that  the  new  building  planned  to  replace  Colonial  Hall, 
— to  be  known  as  the  "English  Memorial",  is  rapidly  approaching 
completion,  and  promises — in  symmetry  of  design  and  originality 
of  detail, — to  be  a  masterpiece  of  our  Georgian  Colonial  Architec- 
ture, in  which  all  New  Haven,  as  well  as  every  member  of  the 
New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society,  may  take  a  pardonable  pride. 
Your  building  committee,  Messrs.  Henry  F.  English,  Leonard 
M.  Daggett,  George  J.  Bassett,  Henry  H.  Townshend,  together 
with  your  president, — charged  with  the  responsibility  of  concluding 
negotiations  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School 
of  the  University  for  the  disposition  of  our  present  building  and 
the  erection  of  a  new  structure  to  replace  it,  could  never  have 
anticipated  the  measure  of  success  that  has  eventuated,  without 
the  helpful,  cordial  and  kindly  co-operation  of  Dean  Warren  and 
Dean  Chittenden,  representing  the  trustees,  that  made  possible  an 
arrangement  and  agreement  completely  satisfactory  to  their  prin- 
cipals and  to  us.  May  I  not  now  take  this  opportunity, — so  that 
it  can  be  a  matter  of  record,- — to  express  on  behalf  of  the  Society 
our  warm  and  cordial  appreciation  of  the  friendly,  fair  and  candid 
spirit  in  which  our  proposals  were  received  and  finally  accepted  by 
the  University, — a  conclusion  of  course  of  vital  interest  to  the 
development  of  the  Scientific  School,  whose  most  impressive  bene- 
factor, Frederick  W.  Vanderbilt,  now  makes  possible  the  com- 
pletion of  it's  unfinished  quadrangle. 

The  countless  problems  arising  in  connection  with  the  planning 
of  a  modern  museum  and  genealogical  library  of  the  very  first 
rank  have  been  admirably  met  and  solved  by  our  architect,  Mr.  J. 
Frederick  Kelly,  whose  design  and  interior  plans  have  received  the 
cordial  commendation  and  endorsement  of  James  Gamble  Rogers, 
the  distinguished  supervising  architect  of  the  University,  together  with 
that  of  the  Corporation  Committee, — but  the  coming  transfer  of 
the  collection  and  library  and  their  proper  installation  might  well 
furnish  another  problem,  perplexing,  bewildering  and  seemingly 
well  nigh  insurmountable.  Fortunately  the  chairman  of  our  house 
committee,  Mr.   Osborne  A.   Day,  with   the   co-operation  of   Miss 
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Scofield  and  his  associates,  has  accepted  this  extremely  exacting 
task,  and  we  can  anticipate  with  confidence  a  perfect  performance. 

The  future  care  of  the  collection  has  long  since  ceased  to  be  a 
cause  for  concern  due  to  the  attention  of  Miss  Scofield,  our  librarian 
and  curator,  whose  tact,  intelligence,  untiring  energy  and  wide 
experience  in  genealogical  research  so  admirably  qualify  her  for 
this  important  charge.  We  hope  to  make  it  possible  through  her 
continued  co-operation,  to  find  it  even  more  attractively  and  intelli- 
gently arranged  in  our  new  sur/oundings, — for  while  the  historical 
material  has  all  been  properly  catalogued  and  labeled,  the  ever 
increasing  number  of  really  valuable  curios  and  exhibits  of  historic 
and  patriotic  interest  now  so  appropriately  displayed,  will  all  eventu- 
ally be  legibly  marked  and  identified.  The  library  has  been  care- 
fully and  competently  cared  for, — excellent  innovations  suggested 
and  completed, — new  labels  prepared, — photographs  made  of  the 
more  pretentious  and  valuable  exhibits  and  our  catalogue  modernized. 
Uninteresting  and  comparatively  insignificant  articles  are  constantly 
being  replaced  by  really  valuable  curios  and  exhibitions. 

The  June  meeting  at  the  old  Morris  Mansion  at  Morris  Cove, 
attended  by  nearly  five  hundred  members  and  their  friends,  proved 
a  real  delight,  and  gave  an  opportunity  for  an  inspection  of  the 
fine  colonial  collection  there  assembled,  so  competently  cared  for 
by  our  Curator,  Mrs.  Clara  B.  Hutchins.  The  committee  have 
frequently  recorded  their  recognition  of  her  services  during  this 
and  the  many  previous  years  of  her  residence  there.  Without  her 
loyal  eiforts  and  her  warm  attachment  to  the  interests  of  the 
Society's  property,  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  successfully 
maintain  such  an  institution.  Now  that  the  house  has  been  nearly 
completely  restored  almost  exactly  as  it  was  when  first  erected  and 
it's  interior  made  to  resume  it's  eighteenth  century  aspect  the  number 
of  visitors  to  the  house  is  constantly  increasing,  it's  reputation  draw- 
ing many  of  the  stream  of  tourists  passing  on  their  way  to  the 
attractive  Lighthouse  Park,  who  pause  to  enjoy  it's  lovely  lawns, 
pleasant  gardens  and  it's  quaint  collection. 

The  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society,  as  I  have  reminded 
you  upon  a  previous  occasion,  like  all  local  historical  and  antiquarian 
societies  is  likely  to  draw  it's  strongest  active  support  from  those 
who  are  most  interested  in  family  history,  yet  the  fact  remains  that 
there  are  other  interests  to  be  cultivated.  It  would  be  a  regrettable 
fault  if  this  society  did  not  constantly  encourage  research  in  local 
and  State  history,  where  so  much  of  interest  awaits  the  investigator. 
At  the  November  meeting  of  the  directors  last  week  a  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted,  calling  attention  to  the  approaching  ter- 
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centenary  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Colony  of  New 
Haven  in  1638  and  directing  and  empowering  your  president  to 
confer  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  New  Haven  with  the  object 
of  offering  the  co-operation  of  this  society  in  any  plans  the  city 
may  outline  to  properly  celebrate  this  momentous  occasion  in  a 
manner  befitting  it's  significance.  The  suggestion  has  been  offered 
that  a  compilation  of  a  carefully  edited  and  comprehensive  history 
of  the  progress  of  New  Haven  during  these  past  three  centuries, 
under  the  auspices  of  this  society,  might  be  a  proper  undertaking, 
as  one  of  it's  activities.  The  proposal  might  possibly  include  in- 
timate and  scholarly  chronicles  and  annals  of  the  County  Bar  Asso- 
ciation, of  the  Medical  Society  and  of  countless  other  professional 
bodies,  of  our  various  racial,  religious  and  social  groups  and  or- 
ganizations,— of  our  ancient  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  varied 
agricultural,  industrial  and  commercial  interests — their  beginnings, 
their  problems,  their  ideals  and  aims,  and  their  achievements  and 
the  ever  fascinating  record  of  the  fortitude,  the  perseverance,  the 
piety  and  the  patient  industry  of  the  pioneers  and  founders  which 
laid  for  their  posterity  the  sure  and  permanent  foundations  for  a 
free  government.  This  may  afford  a  rare  and  priceless  oppor- 
tunity for  the  society  to  remain  true  to  it's  fundamental  purpose  to 
disseminate  historical  information  by  the  printed  page  as  well  as  by 
papers  read  in  this  hall.  A  grave  danger  that  may  beset  us  is  that 
we  may  come  to  consider  ourselves  too  narrowly  as  an  historical 
depository  and  not  as  an  active  agency  for  the  diffusion  of  historical 
information,  I  leave  this  thought  with  you  for  your  earnest  con- 
sideration. 

It  is  with  sincere  sorrow  and  deep  regret  that  we  have  enregistered 
in  our  archives  the  loss  by  death  of  twenty-five  members  during  the 
present  year,  including  three  of  the  society's  directors  who  had 
served  faithfully  and  loyally  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century.  Pro- 
fessor Theodore  Salisbury  Woolsey,  Eugene  DeForest,  and  Judge 
Livingston  Warner  Cleaveland.  The  names  of  Mrs.  Joseph 
Manuel  Andrieni,  Mr.  Burton  N.  Blatchley,  Mr.  Clarence  B. 
Bolmer,  Mr.  F.  Milton  Booth,  Mr.  Herbert  B.  Boynton,  Mr.  Smith 
T.  Bradley,  Mr.  George  F.  Burgess,  Mr.  Ericcson  S.  Bushnell,  Dr. 
William  H.  Carmalt,^Mr.  Clayton  G.  Cooke,  Mr.  John  H.  G. 
Durant,  Mrs.  Henry  P.  Fairchild,  Mr.  William  W.  Farnam,  Miss 
Delia  C.  Fitch,  Professor  Frank  A.  Gooch,  Mr.  Nathan  W.  Hen- 
dryx,  Miss  Henry-Etta  Ivison  Hoadley,  Miss  Sarah  G.  Hotchkiss,  Dr.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN  AND  CURATOR 

1928 

THIS  is  station  NHCHS.  The  curator,  appearing  on  the  pro- 
gram but  once  a  year  welcomes  this  opportunity  to  broadcast 
the  latest  news  from  the  front.  It  is  rumored  that  this  society  is 
about  to  move.  Should  this  be  true,  I  for  one,  am  faced  with  a 
rather  stupendous  undertaking  and  I  have  thought  it  not  too  soon  to 
give  serious  consideration  to  the  problems  involved. 

The  mere  transportation  of  our  goods  and  chattels  is  a  not  in- 
considerable project;  but  it  is  only  the  first  step.  What  to  do  with 
them  after  transportation  is  the  real  issue.  In  museum  parlance  this 
is  called  installation.  Lawrence  V.  Coleman,  Sec'y  of  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  Museums,  in  his  recent  book,  "Manual  for  Small 
Museums",  defines  installation  as,  "the  process  of  placing  objects 
on  exhibition  including  the  decoration  of  an  exhibition  room  and 
the  layout  of  its  contents  down  to  the  smallest  detail  in  the  place- 
ment of  any  single  object."  "An  installation  may  be  made  with 
cither  or  both  of  two  purposes  in  view:  to  present  objects  pleasingly 
to  the  eye  or  to  utilize  objects  as  a  means  of  conveying  information." 
Mr.  Coleman  then  shows  that  the  question  is  one  of  psychology:  that 
the  human  eye  responds  to  certain  kinds  of  arrangement  according  to 
definite  laws  and  even  when  instruction  is  the  primary  object,  it  is 
secured  largely  by  adherence  to  these  laws.  At  present  we  are  some- 
what removed  from  the  aesthetic  appeal. 

A  gentleman  of  foreign  extraction  came  in  one  day  and  glancing 
quickly  about,  remarked,  "Oh,  it  looks  like  a  rummage  sale."  His 
observation  was  so  spontaneous  and  so  obviously  free  from  any  in- 
tent of  giving  offense,  that  one  must  recognize  that  there  is  un- 
doubtedly some  foundation  for  his  reaction  although  a  less  naive 
person  would  have  refrained  from  expressing  it.  The  primary  cause 
of  this  condition  is  overcrowdi?ig.  On  this  point  Mr.  Coleman  says, 
"The  truth  is,  only  a  liberally  supported  museum  can  attain  to  size 
without  becoming  mired  in  its  own  possessions."  It  would  appear 
that  we  are  not  alone  in  this  for  in  speaking  of  Historical  Societies 
he  says:  "Many  historical  societies  exemplify  strikingly  the  em- 
barrassment of  an  organization  by  what  it  owns.  Although  in- 
terested primarily  in  American  history,  and  acting  almost  invariably 
as  historical  libraries,  these  societies  become  burdened  with  unwieldy 
collections  of  all  sorts  and  from  every  corner  of  the  earth.  When 
room  is  needed  to  continue  proper  work,  the  appeal  for  it  is  usually 


translated  into  a  call  for  space  in  which  to  house  partly  irrelevant 
and  entirely  ill  kept  collections.  A  fire  proof  building  is  erected 
and  jammed  full,  and  little  by  little  the  organization  is  choked  to 
death." 

Space  alone  will  not  entirely  solve  our  problem.  There  must 
be  a  certain  uniformity  of  line  and  color  for  which  the  first  requisite 
is  new  exhibition  cases  harmonizing  with  the  interior  of  the  building. 
New  cases  are  necessary  not  alone  from  the  aesthetic  standpoint  but 
from  that  of  preservation.  Dust-proof  cases  are  essential  for  most 
objects.  We  have  some  charming  pieces  of  needlework  which  I 
would  not  dare  entrust  to  our  present  cases. 

Many  objects  also  require  protection  from  continuous  light.  In 
the  case  of  prints  and  documents  this  may  be  achieved  by  display 
screens  which  swing  fan  shape  from  a  central  pivot.  These  serve 
a  double  purpose  in  that  they  provide  great  economy  of  space  allow- 
ing for  the  display  of  many  more  pictures  than  could  be  placed  on  the 
walls. 

Other  articles  requiring  protection  from  light  are  needlework  and 
fabrics.  In  the  new  William  Pyncheon  Memorial  at  Springfield, 
Mass.,  this  is  most  happily  provided  for.  The  bases  of  their  ex- 
hibition cases  consist  of  shallow  drawers,  glass  covered,  which  may 
be  readily  drawn  out.  The  drawers  are  locked  and  cannot  be  re- 
moved except  by  the  use  of  a  special  device  so  that  they  may  be  used 
by  visitors  without  the  actual  supervision  of  the  curator.  They 
also  provide  economy  of  space. 

Secondary  only  to  the  matter  of  equipment  is  that  of  renovation. 
It  would  be  folly  to  install  in  a  new  building  articles  urgently  in 
need  of  restoration  as  are  many  of  our  paintings  and  much  of  the 
furniture.  The  work  done  on  several  chairs  during  the  past  year 
has  demonstrated  how  gratifying  may  be  the  results. 

As  soon  as  building  actually  begins,  the  program  of  renovation 
and  preparation  for  the  new  installation  should  also  begin.  There 
should  be  no  delay  because  of  lack  of  funds.  May  I  urge  that  a 
campaign  for  raising  money  to  meet  these  needs  be  arranged  in  the 
very  near  future?

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN   AND  CURATOR 

1929 

A  Half  Hour  in  the  Life  of  a  Curator. 

IT  is  twenty-five  minutes  past  twelve  of  a  bleak  November  day. 
The  Curator  closes  her  desk,  to  shut  out — temporarily — certain 
vexing  problems.  Her  mind  is  turning  toward  an  invigorating 
plate  of  soup  and  an  enticing  salad  as  a  means  of  restoring  mental 
poise. 

"Buzz-zz."  The  door  bell.  Enter  a  burly  truckman  proffering 
a  soiled  slip  of  paper,  upon  which  is  written,  "Estate  of  Miss  Maria 
Jenkins."  Miss  Jenkins  has  not  given  notice  of  her  demise  and 
neither  have  her  executors. 

In  response  to  the  question,  "What  have  you?"  the  truckman 
replies  laconically,  "Two  boxes  and  a  piece  of  furniture." 

The  curator  dashes  out  of  the  front  door,  hatless  and  coatless, 
and  peers  into  the  truck.  There  are  two  innocent  looking  wooden 
boxes  and  a  bureau-like  object  swathed  in  wrappings.  It  seems 
logical  to  have  them  brought  in,  although  their  contents  and  the 
attendant  circumstances  are  a  complete  mystery.  She  orders  the 
boxes  placed  in  the  coat-closet  and  hastily  moves  such  furniture 
as  is  portable,  to  make  room  for  the  mystery.  When  its  wrappings 
are  removed,  it  proves  to  be  a  doll's  house  with  the  furniture  loose 
and  held  in  by  wedges  of  newspaper.  It  cannot  be  left  in  the  front 
hall  in  its  present  condition  since  it  would  be  far  too  tempting  to 
visiting  children  and  in  a  few  days  there  would  be  no  furnishings. 

The  curator  puts  the  catch  on  the  door  and  her  hat  upon  her 
head.  One  arm  is  in  her  coat  sleeve,  when,  "Whirr-rr,"  the  telephone. 
A  timid  feminine  voice  inquires  if  this  is  the  New  Haven  Colony 
Historical  Society.  Her  surmise  is  corroborated.  The  voice  then 
takes  on  assurance.  "I  have  a  copy  of  the  Ulster  County  Gazette 
giving  an  account  of  Washington's  death.  My  father  treasured 
this  very  highly.  I  understand  that  an  original  is  worth  $2,000.00. 
If  I  bring  it  in  could  you  tell  me  if  it  is  an  original  and  where  I 
can  dispose  of  it?" 

The  curator  then  explains  as  tactfully  as  possible  that  there  is 
no  original  of  the  Ulster  County  Gazette.  That  these  papers  were 
printed  by  an  enterprising  person  as  a  means  of  making  money 
and  that  one  is  no  more  valuable  than  another,  particularly  as  they 
are  extremely  common.  The  voice  then  becomes  indignant.  "But 
my  father  always  said  that  his  was  an  original".     This  is  followed 


by  another  explanation  that  since  there  was  no  paper  in  existence  at 
the  time  of  Washington's  death,  bearing  the  name,  "Ulster  County 
Gazette",  there  can  be  no  original.  An  icy,  "Thank  you"  terminates 
the  conversation. 

As  the  curator  escapes  she  notices  that  the  Sheffield  clock  registers 
one  o'clock.  The  soup  will  now  have  to  be  eaten  hastily.  The 
salad  cannot  be  properly  masticated.  They  have  lost  their  power  to 
calm.  Her  mind  is  harassed  by  the  question,  "What  do  those  in- 
nocent looking  wooden  boxes  contain?"  What  may  they  not  contain! 

If  Miss  Jenkins  was  a  lady  addicted  to  foreign  travel,  they  will 
more  than  likely  contain  souvenirs  of  every  land  she  ever  visited. 
Perhaps  a  bit  of  mummy  cloth  from  Egypt  or  a  fragment  of  the 
pavement  of  the  Vatican.  Whatever  they  contain,  the  die  is  cast. 
They  have  entered  our  doors.  They  must  remain.  They  must 
be  listed  and  a  place  found  for  them.  Fond  relatives  will  appear 
from  time  to  time  to  inquire  how  they  are  thriving  in  their  new  en- 
vironment. 

We  have  in  our  possession  a  rather  dingy,  uninteresting  piece  of 
feminine  wearing  apparel.  It  is  kept  packed  away  in  a  box.  At 
least  twice  a  year  someone  comes  in  to  see  it.  If  it  were  a  royal 
crown  or  sceptre  it  could  not  be  in  greater  demand. 

We  also  have  on  deposit  a  kitchen  utensil,  so  common  that  no 
doubt  many  homes  in  New  Haven  still  contain  them.  The  donor 
never  enters  the  building  without  glancing  at  the  case  to  see  if  it  is 
safe. 

It  is  a  serious  business,  relieving  people  of  their  responsibility, 
and  assuming  it  for  them.  Objects  which  were  of  little  value  when 
in  their  homes  assume  a  tremendous  value  once  they  have  been 
deposited  with  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

The  classification  of  our  collection  preparatory  to  assembling  it 
in  the  new  building  as  well  as  for  the  purpose  of  a  new  printed 
catalogue  entails  a  careful  analysis. 

The  variety  of  objects  which  have  been  accepted  as  worthy  of 
preservation  is  beyond  belief.  One  entry  in  our  Accessions  Book 
reads: 

"A  piece  of  red  tape  string,  garter  perhaps,  captured  on  and 
with  Jefirerson  Davis,  at  Waldo,  Florida,  June  15th,  1865." 

Personally,  I  have  not  seen  it,  and  hope  I  may  not.  To  find  a 
place  for  and  make  a  record  of  so  grotesque  an  object  is  ridiculous. 

I  seriously  question  if  mementos  and  souvenirs  have  any  real  his- 
toric significance.  We  have  pieces  of  wood  from  practically  every 
boat  that  was  ever  built.  They  do  not  seem  particularly  instructive 
and  certainly  do  not  lend  themselves  to  attractive  display.     If  they 


are  interesting  at  all  it  is  as  specimens  of  wood  of  a  certain  kind 
of  a  given  age.  That  a  particular  piece  of  wood  was  a  part  of 
an  historic  episode  seems  to  me  of  little  or  no  significance. 

The  catalogue  would  progress  admirably  if  some  of  our  irrelevant 
and  incongruous  material  could  be  eliminated.  My  appeal  to  you 
is,  that  a  way  may  be  found  to  accomplish  this.

CONSTITUTION 

(Adopted  November   13,   1899.     Amended  November   19,    igo6.) 

Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society, 

Art,  2,  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and  pre- 
serve such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps,  plans, 
charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other  pictorial  repre- 
sentations, manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curiosities  and  antiquities 
of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with  or  may  illustrate  the  local 
history  of  the  towns  included  within  the  ancient  New  Haven  Col- 
ony; to  preserve  such  traditions  as  now  exist  only  in  the  memories 
of  aged  persons;  to  encourage  historical  and  antiquarian  investiga- 
tion and  to  disseminate  historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  an 
Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  following  the 
adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of  not  less  than 
nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen:  said  committee 
to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups;  the  first  to  serve  for  three 
years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third  for  one  year.  At 
each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the  previous  (October) 
meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number,  shall  be  chosen  to  serve 
for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by  that  (October)  meeting 
the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  group  of  members  whose 
term  expires  that  year.  It  shall  also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the 
Society  to  choose  honorary  members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to 
exceed  five  in  office  at  any  one  time,  from  among  those  who  have 
served  as  officers  or  as  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee;  said 
honorary  members  to  be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of 
voting  in  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper  use, 
and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  5,  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars;  or  an  annual  member  by  the  pay- 
ment of  five  dollars. 


Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  m.eetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall  they 
ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article  be  ex- 
changed or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Di- 
rectors, or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual 
meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall  have  been 
given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 

BY-LAWS 


I.  Life  members,  wherever  ^resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual  form  of 
application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  endorsement  of 
a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of  the  annual  fee 
of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member  from  the  date  of 
such  payment;  and  the  term  of  all  annual  memberships  shall  expire 
with  the  annual  meeting  next  after  subscriptions  are  paid.  Notice 
of  the  annual  fee  shall  be  sent  by  the  Society  to  every  annual  mem- 
ber at  least  one  month  before  the  tim.e  for  the  exfiration  of  the 
term  of  membership.  If  said  fee  is  not  faid  within  ttvo  m,onthsy 
the  Society  shall  send  a  second  notice  to  such  member  calling  atten- 
tion to  this  by-law  and  enclosing  a  bdly  and  if  the  fee  remains  u?ipaid 
thirty  days  after  the  mailing  of  such  second  notice^  the  name  of  the 
member  in  default  m-ay  be  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  Society  by 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such  members  may  be  re-instated 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  showing  satisfactory  reason  for  the 
omission  and  faying  the  amount  in  arrears.  (Amendment  adopted 
1 8th  December,   ig2  2.) 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  upon  nomination  of  the 
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Directors;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made  at  a 
previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons  residing 
out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  Nevi'  Haven,  vi^ho  may  be  dis- 
tinguished for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  historic 
investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be  filled 
by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary,  special 
meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members;  and  shall  deliver  or  make 
provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting.  In  his  absence,  one 
of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VL  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  w^riting  of  the  President 
or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same  may  be 
contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall,  at  least  five 
days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  each  year,  render 
to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society 
a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  and  of  the 
property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to  and  including  October  31st  of 
each  year,  which  statement  shall  be  carefully  examined  and  certified 
to  by  said  committee  before  being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  such  secur- 
ity being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  catalogue 
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all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles  deposited  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  before  every  annual  meeting, 
make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of  the  library 
and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the 
authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge    best. 

XL  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the  funds 
of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts.  They 
shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds  may  be 
invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in  writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the  arrange- 
ments of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts  other 
than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical  collections 
of   the    Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be  offered 
as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody  of  the  Society, 
shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity  and  history  of  the 
objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall  give  attention  to  increas- 
ing these  collections.  This  committee  shall  also  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a  catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the 
custody  of  the  Society  when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President  and 
Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  publica- 
tion of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the  Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 
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XVI.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  membership  of 
the  Society. 

XVII.  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,   Secretary  and   three   Directors. 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  w^hich  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows: 

I.      Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 


Report  of  donations. 

Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

Unfinished    business. 

Written  communications  or  lectures. 

Verbal    communications. 

Miscellaneous  business. 


XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  the  same, 
shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  reported  to  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper  written  acknowledg- 
ments shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been  pro- 
posed at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors.
